no easy task for military

Calls for a ban on tobacco use in the 
military — a habit that medical experts 
say saps servicemember health and 
drains billions in public dollars 
annually — are growing loud 
this summer, but the fate of 
any new regulation is uncer- 
tain at best. 

In June, the nonprofit Insti- 
tute of Medicine recommend- 
ed a phased-in ban across the 
Department of Defense after the 
institute completed a study requested 
by the DOD. When the institute’s recom- 
mendations were released, the American 
Lung Association said the U.S. military 
should establish a historic tobacco ban 
much like it moved to end racial segrega- 
tion and to accept women. 

But America might not be ready for

such landmark change. A shift in na- 
tional attitudes and rules about tobacco 
might be needed to make a DOD-wide 
ban realistic, said Dr. Jack Smith, acting 
deputy assistant secretary of defense for 
clinical and program policy. 
Smith and others in the DOD 
say they worry such a big 
change could hurt military re- 
cruitment efforts. 

“Tobacco, for better or 
worse, is a legal substance,” 
said Smith, who is reviewing 

the Institute of Medicine study. 
A ban would be “radically differ- 

ent than society as a whole.” 

The DOD will consider the tobacco 
recommendations — including immedi- 
ate bans for new officers and enlisted 
personnel enforced by urine testing — 
when it convenes its Medical and Person- 
nel Council in a few months, Smith said.

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Used as infantry in Iraq, artillerymen train to get back to their old jobs

VILSECK, Germany — Artil- 
lerymen who have spent years 
training and fighting as infantry 
in Iraq are returning to tradi- 
tional roles as the Army shifts its 
focus to the Afghan fight. 

In Iraq, where the enemy has 
engaged U.S. forces with roadside 
bombs and small arms in built-up 
areas, there has been little use 
for large artillery pieces that are 
best suited to destroy tanks and 
blast apart bunkers. Many of the 
artillerymen deployed to Iraq left 
their big guns at home, converted 
to motorized infantry, and were 
charged with conducting raids 
and patrols alongside regular 
troops. 

In Afghanistan, though, it’s a

different story. 

There, artillery still plays a 
vital role in supporting troops in 
skirmishes against the Taliban in 
a vast, rugged landscape. When 
insurgent attacks fall outside 
mortar range, commanders call 
for the howitzers. 

During a stop at Forward Op- 
erating Base Fortress in May, 
then-U.S. Forces Afghanistan 
Command Sgt. Maj. Iuniasolua 
Savusa gathered soldiers around 
a 105 mm howitzer that troops 
said had been fired 2,348 times 
in just a few months. 

As a result of the military’s 
shift in focus to Afghanistan, 
gunners from the Vilseck-based 
2nd Stryker Cavalry Regiment 
— including some who haven’t 
fired a howitzer in years — are 
relearning old skills that they one 
day might use in Afghanistan but 
didn’t use in Iraq. 

Staff Sgt. Bruce Wiles, a sec- 
tion chief with Battery A, Fires 
Squadron, 2nd Cav, stood in a 
grassy field near Vilseck on Mon- 
day helping other artillerymen 
set up one of his unit’s new light- 
weight M-777 howitzers. 

“Artillery would be our main 
mission if and when we deploy to 
Afghanistan,” he said. “We’d ac- 
tually be doing our job.”

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The last time the 27-year-old 
Peru, Ind., native fired a big gun 
was 5!2 years ago, when the M- 
777 was still in development. 

Battery A spent 2nd Cav’s last 
deployment to Iraq, from 2007 
to 2008, rolling like infantry in 
Humvees and Mine Resistant 
Ambush Protected vehicles, he 
said. 

To get used to firing artillery 
again, the battery will spend 
the next two weeks blasting tar- 
gets inside Grafenwohr Training 
Area. 

Another Battery A_ section 
chief, Staff Sgt. Shawn Jones, 
27, of Beckley, W.Va., said some 
artillerymen in the unit are new 
soldiers. Others haven’t used the 
M-777, which uses digital target- 
ing to shoot farther and faster 
than any of its predecessors. 

“Maybe they’ve fired an M- 
198 [howitzer], but not a 777,” he 
said. 

The Fires Squadron recently 
received 18 M-777s, which can hit 
targets up to 18 miles away and is 
lighter and easier to place and re- 
move from the battlefield than its 
predecessor, the M-198, he said. 
A single M-777 battery, which 
typically has six howitzers, can 
cover 5,000 square kilometers of 
battle space. 


“In Afghanistan, they can be 
sling-loaded onto a Chinook heli- 
copter to do air assault missions,” 
Jones said, adding that the guns 
also fire the super-accurate GPS- 
guided Excalibur round. 

The Excalibur, which drops di- 
rectly onto a target at a 90-degree 
angle, minimizes collateral dam- 
age, including civilian casualties, 
because it is less likely to strike 
surrounding buildings on its way 
to the target, Jones said. The Ex- 
calibur also is designed to disarm 
itself and fly to a safe landing 
zone if it loses its GPS signal in 
flight, he added. 

Those traits are particularly 
important considering Gen. Stan- 
ley McChrystal, commander of 
U.S. and NATO forces in Afghani- 
stan, issued a directive last month 
to avoid civilian casualties. 

Once the 2nd Cavalry artillery- 
men have done initial training on 
the M-777s, they will loan them 
to the 173rd Airborne Brigade, 
which has yet to receive its own. 

The airborne soldiers use the 
M-777s when they deploy to Af- 
ghanistan later this year, Wiles 
said.

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, Pakistan — 
Pakistan’s Taliban commander, Baitullah 
Mehsud, who unleashed a fearsome cam- 
paign of suicide attacks and assassinations 
that made him the country’s most-wanted 
man, was killed in a U.S. missile strike, an 
aide said Friday. 

The U.S. put a $5 million bounty on his 
head in March. Increasingly, American 
missiles fired by unmanned drones have 
focused on Mehsud-related targets. 

While his demise would be a major boost 
to Pakistani and U.S. efforts to eradicate 
the Taliban and al-Qaida, it won’t neces- 
sarily deal a definitive blow because he 
has deputies who could take his place. 

Already, Taliban commanders were 
meeting Friday in a shura, or council, in 
the lawless tribal area of South Waziristan 
to choose his successor, according to intel- 
ligence and militant officials who spoke on 


condition of anonymity because of the sen- 
sitivity of the matter. It was unclear when 
they would reach a decision. 

Considered by Pakistan to be its top 
internal threat, Mehsud had al-Qaida 
connections and was suspected in the as- 
sassination of former Prime Minister 
Benazir Bhutto. 

Pakistani and U.S. intelligence offi- 
cials said the CIA was behind the strike 
Wednesday that killed Mehsud. All spoke 
on condition of anonymity because of the 
sensitivity of the matter. 

Pakistan publicly opposes the missile 
strikes, saying they anger local tribes and 
make it harder for the army to operate. 
Still, many analysts suspect the two coun- 
tries have a secret deal allowing them. 

In June, Pakistan said it was launch- 
ing an operation against Mehsud in South 
Waziristan. But although airstrikes began, 
the offensive never went full-scale. In the 
meantime, the U.S. missile strikes contin- 
ued, increasingly targeting Mehsud and 
raising speculation that the Pakistanis 


were hoping — or even coordinating with 
— the Americans to kill Mehsud first. 

Foreign Minister Shah Mahmood 
Qureshi said intelligence showed Mehsud 
had been killed in his father-in-law’s house 
in Pakistan’s lawless tribal area, and au- 
thorities would travel to the site to verify 
his death. 

“T confirm that Baitullah Mehsud and his 
wife died in the American missile attack 
in South Waziristan,” Taliban commander 
Kafayat Ullah told The Associated Press 
by telephone. He would not elaborate. 

White House spokesman Robert Gibbs 
said the administration could not confirm 
the death of Mehsud. “There seems to be 
a growing consensus among credible ob- 
servers that he is indeed dead,” he said, 
adding that if he is dead, “without a doubt, 
the people of Pakistan will be safer as a 
result.” 

For years, the U.S. considered Mehsud 
a lesser threat because most of his attacks 
were focused inside Pakistan, not against 
U.S. and NATO troops in Afghanistan. 


o1 killed in 2nd-deadliest day since Iraq turnover

BAGHDAD — A suicide truck 
bomber flattened a Shiite mosque 
Friday in northern Iraq and road- 
side bombs struck Shiite pilgrims 
in Baghdad as at least 51 people 
were killed and scores wounded 
nationwide. 

It was the second-deadliest 
day since U.S. forces turned over 
urban security to the Iraqis more 
than a month ago, raising fears 
that Sunni insurgents are intensi- 
fying a campaign to reignite sec- 
tarian violence. 

The blast in a northern suburb 
of Mosul reduced the mosque and 
several nearby houses to rubble, 
leaving scores of worshippers and 
neighbors trapped underneath. 

At least 38 people were killed 
and some 200 wounded, accord- 
ing to police. 

The attack targeted a mosque 
used by members of the minority 
Shiite Turkomen community in 
the northern city, which the U.S. 
has dubbed the last urban strong- 
hold of al-Qaida in Iraq. 

Witnesses said the explosives 
were hidden in white bags usually 
used to transport grain. 

The governor of the surround- 
ing Ninevah province, Atheel al- 


Nujaifi, said many of the wounded 
were in critical condition. He 
blamed Iraqi security forces for 
failing to secure the area on the 
northern outskirts of Mosul. 

Roadside bombs also targeted 
Shiite pilgrims returning from 
the holy city of Karbala, where 
hundreds of thousands of follow- 
ers converged to celebrate the 
birth of the 12th Shiite imam. 

The first bomb targeted a mini- 
bus ferrying pilgrims to Bagh- 
dad’s main Shiite district of Sadr 
City, killing at least four people 
and wounding eight, according to 
police and hospital officials. 

Two nearly simultaneous 
bombs that exploded later near 
the Shaab stadium in eastern 
Baghdad killed three pilgrims 
and wounded 13 others as they 
were walking home to Sadr City, 
said another police official. 

Hours later, an explosive-laden 
motorcycle blew up as a police pa- 
trol passed by near people lined 
up to buy bread at a bakery ina 
mainly Sunni neighborhood in 
Baghdad, killing at least six peo- 
ple — including three policemen 
— and injuring 30, officials said. 

The Security Council voted 
unanimously on Friday to extend 
the U.N. civilian mission in Iraq.

Proposed ban on public smoking in [rag upsets citizens

BAGHDAD — This is a coun- 
try of frazzled nerves and nico- 
tine, where deals are struck and 
conspiracy theories hatched in 
the smokiest of rooms. 

So why in the world, Iraqis de- 
manded Thursday, would the gov- 
ernment introduce a plan to ban 
smoking in public? 

Smoking is widespread in the 
region, and few countries have 
taken steps toward a ban. Jordan 
and Israel prohibit smoking in 
public places, and Qatar has a ban 


on indoor smoking in public plac- 
es, though it is loosely enforced. 

But a bill being presented to 
the Iraqi parliament by Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s Cabi- 
net would rewrite rules in a way 
that many Iraqis who were in- 
terviewed described as incon- 
ceivable, by banning smoking in 
government buildings and public 
indoor areas. 

“We have no electricity, no 
jobs, people still get killed,” said 
Waleed Habba, 49, as he bought 
a pack of cigarettes at a tobacco 
store in downtown Baghdad. “We 
all have to deal with anger issues 


here. That’s the reason people 
smoke here, to run away from 
that.” 

“We want Saddam back,” said 
Ala al-Kanini, a patron at the 
store, referring to the late Iraqi 
leader. “You could do anything 
during Saddam’s time.” 

The proposal appears to reflect 
the government’s desire to shake 
off Iraq’s image as a battle-rav- 
aged, lawless country as it seeks 
to woo foreign investors and latch 
onto the global economy. Iraqi 
officials are also weighing initia- 
tives to regulate the Internet and 
satellite television channels to ban 


pornography and prohibit or more 
tightly regulate alcohol sales. 

Smoking in Iraq is pervasive. 
People chain-smoke in govern- 
ment buildings, hospitals, cafes 
and restaurants. They light up 
at weddings and funerals, be- 
fore boarding planes and after 
bombings. 

Under the proposal, violators 
of the ban would be subjected to 
a fine of up to $4,300, the gov- 
ernment said. Smugglers caught 
bringing in brands with high lev- 
els of nicotine and tar would be 
fined twice as much.

Gates drew a line in July fol- 
lowing the Institute of Medicine 
recommendations, saying a down- 
range ban on tobacco is out of the 
question. 

Neither the Institute of Medi- 
cine nor American Lung Associa- 
tion proposed a downrange ban, 
and both said there should be an 
exception for war zones. The mil- 
itary has remained protective of 
cigarettes and tobacco in combat. 

Despite the concerns, the 
military should ban tobacco use 
everywhere else, said Charles 
Connor, a retired Navy captain 
and the president and CEO of the 
American Lung Association. 

“Tf you look back many decades, 
the military has led the way on 
social issues — segregation, gen- 
der equality, drug abuse,” Con- 
nor said. “There is never really 
going to be a great time to take 
on decoupling tobacco from the 
military.” 

There are signs that a ban might 
be politically possible, he said. 

In June, Congress — with the 
support of senators from tobacco- 
producing Virginia — gave the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administra-

tion the authority to regulate to- 
bacco for the first time, Connor 
said. 

“T think we need to make a start. 
Let’s ban smoking for kids who 
come [into the military] today,” 
Connor said. “I don’t underesti- 
mate the enormity of the task, but 
I think the [Institute of Medicine] 
was right to start now.” 


The recommendations 


The Institute of Medicine and 
the American Lung Association 
both back a phased-in elimination 
of tobacco beginning with a ban 
on all use among those entering 
the military. 

Both groups also said military 
tobacco sales are a barrier to cut- 
ting use and should be curbed. 

Military exchanges around the 
world made at least $672 million 
on tobacco in 2008, according 
to sales figures provided by the 
Navy Exchange, Army and Air 
Force Exchange Service and the 
Marine Corps Exchange system. 

A full elimination of tobacco 
use is possible in less than two de- 
cades, said Dr. Stuart Bondurant, 
lead researcher on the Institute of 
Medicine’s committee of medical 
experts. 

“At the end of 20 years, most 
of the current population will no 
longer be there,” he said. “Many 
members of the 
committee felt

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Study: Big 
Tobacco saw 
Gulf War as 
a marketing 
opportunity 


A study published in July in 
the American Journal of Pub- 
lic Health looked at internal 
tobacco company documents 
to determine if marketing ef- 
forts were aimed at service- 
members during the Gulf 
War. 

Researchers found tobacco 
companies saw the conflict 
as a commercial opportunity 
and targeted servicemembers 
with free cigarettes, direct 
advertising, phone cards and 
homecoming parties. 

The military, which often 
viewed the tobacco companies 
as benefactors, restricted the 
activity at times but frequent- 
ly allowed it, according to 
“Everywhere the Soldier will 
Be: Wartime Tobacco Promo- 
tion in the U.S.” 

Tobacco companies began 
producing and shipping free 
cigarettes within the first 
month of the war. 

One company sent 10,000 
cartons via the Department 
of Defense and others were 
on deck with 42,000 before 
the DOD acknowledged the 
free cigarettes were against 
policy and blocked further 
shipments, according to the 
study’s two researchers, Eliz- 
abeth Smith and Ruth Malone, 
who are on staff at the Univer- 
sity of California’s Depart- 
ment of Social and Behavioral 
Sciences, San Francisco. 

Barred from providing free 
cigarettes, tobacco companies 
turned to branded merchan- 
dise such as baseball caps and 
playing cards. 

“RJ Reynolds noted that 
‘troops in Saudi Arabia defi- 
nitely know that Camel Joe 
is behind them’ as they had 
received ‘over 5,000 packs of 
Camel playing cards ... [and] 
a variety of premium items 
including sunglasses, audio 
cassettes and cup cozies,’” the 
study said. 

During Desert Storm, the 
DOD bent the rules and al- 
lowed RJ Reynolds to put its 
logo on the cover of magazines 
donated to servicemembers 
despite rules against direct 
advertising, Smith and Malo- 
ne found.

WASHINGTON — Kansas’ two U.S. senators are 
blocking 10 of President Barack Obama’s nominees 
for senior administration posts at the Pentagon and 
Justice Department in protest over a proposal to 
house Guantanamo detainees at the Fort Leaven- 
worth prison. 

The list of blocked nominees includes a fellow 
Republican member of Congress — Obama’s pick 
for Army secretary, Rep. John McHugh of New 
York. 

Sens. Sam Brownback and Pat Roberts, both 
R-Kan., said Thursday that they are prepared to 
block the appointments until they get answers from 
the White House about the proposal. And they said 
they want Leavenworth taken off the list of poten- 
tial relocation spots. 

The senators were reacting to reports that the 
administration is eyeing the U.S. Disciplinary Bar- 
racks at Leavenworth and a soon-to-be-shuttered 
state maximum security prison in Michigan as 
possible places to establish a heavily guarded site 
to hold the 229 suspected al-Qaida, Taliban and 
foreign fighters now jailed at the Guantanamo Bay 
detention camp in Cuba.

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Three ‘Norfolk 4’ 
sallors are granted 
conditional pardon

RICHMOND, Va. — Virginia 
Gov. Timothy Kaine on Thurs- 
day afternoon granted condi- 
tional pardons to three members 
of the “Norfolk 4,” clearing the 
way for the former sailors to be 
released from prison, where they 
were serving life sentences for 
the 1997 rape and murder of a 
woman in Norfolk. 

The pardons of Danial Wil- 
liams, Derek Tice and Joseph 
Dick culminated a four-year cam- 
paign to clear four former sailors 
of a crime to which they all had 
confessed. The men claimed 
they were coerced into admit- 
ting the crime and that detectives 
fed them details of the incident. 
Some of those details turned out 
to be wrong. A fourth sailor, Eric 
Wilson, already had served nine 
years in prison and has been re- 
leased. He was not pardoned. 

Kaine said that he was simply 
reducing the remaining three 
sailors’ sentences to time served 
and that he was not declaring their 
innocence. Kaine said he believes 
the men “have not conclusively 
established their innocence and 
therefore that an absolute pardon 
is not appropriate.” 

The men had been convicted 


in the slaying of Michelle Moore- 
Bosko, 18, of Pittsburgh, who had 
recently moved to Norfolk and 
secretly married her longtime 
boyfriend, William Bosko. Her 
parents, Jack and Carol Moore, 
adamantly opposed any clem- 
ency and, after listening to the 
defendants’ confessions to their 
daughter’s slaying, still believe 
they are guilty. 

The Moores said Thursday that 
they were devastated. “It is just 
unbelievable,” said Carol Moore, 
who sat through three murder 
trials for men she thought had 
killed her daughter. “He’s going 
to let these men out. They’re 
breathing. They’re out there vis- 
iting their family. Where do we 
go? We go to the cemetery.” 

In a prepared statement, the 
Moores said Kaine had “chosen 
to ignore the facts and history 
of this case” and that “It is truly 
shameful and a disservice to the 
citizens of Virginia and our fam- 
ily that the decisions of the courts 
have been ignored and confessed 
rapists and murderers are being 
set free.” 

The effort to exonerate the Nor- 
folk 4 was led by the Innocence 
Project, a group that works to 
clear people who are wrongly con- 
victed, and lawyers from three 
large law firms who took on the 
project for free.

In another marketing campaign, Philip 
Morris distributed “Marlboro Holiday 
Voice Cards,” voice recordings sent to 
servicemembers downrange from fami- 
lies and loved ones. The company said its 
goals were positive publicity for Marlboro, 
brand recognition among young adult 
smokers and influence of a “broad base of 
opinion leaders,” according to the study. 


The voice cards triggered a mild re- 
buke from the DOD, which reminded the 
company that ads directly identifying a 
tobacco product were not allowed. Mean- 
while, the cards got Philip Morris about 
94 million “media impressions”, television 
coverage around the world and a stream 
of goodwill letters from the public, the re- 
searchers said. 

One military wife wrote a letter to Philip 
Morris saying she had asked her husband 


to quit smoking but changed her mind 
after using the voice card. 

“If we ever get to see him again, I don’t 
believe I will ever fuss about it again,” the 
study quoted the woman. 

Cigarette companies also saw an op- 
portunity in the end of the war. Philip 
Morris executives said they were “keenly 
interested in capitalizing on the success- 
ful military operation” and “continuing 
the association we started last year with 


the troops.” 

“Over forty locations now have welcome 
home signs in place featuring Marlboro 
brand identification,’ a military sales 
manager said in June 1991, according to 
the study. The company also produced 
the largest homecoming event for Desert 
Storm at Camp Lejeune, N.C., and similar 
events in Germany featured “extensive 
signage for Marlboro,” the study said.

For Afghan fight, officials 
consider lessons of Vietnam

BRUSSELS — Top U.S. offi- 
cials have reached out to a leading 
Vietnam war scholar to discuss 
the similarities of that conflict 40 
years ago with American involve- 
ment in Afghanistan, where the 
U.S. is seeking ways to isolate an 
elusive guerrilla force and win 
over a skeptical local population. 

The overture to Pulitzer Prize- 
winning historian Stanley Kar- 
now, who opposes the Afghan 
war, comes as the U.S. is evaluat- 
ing its strategy there. 

President Barack Obama has 
doubled the size of the U.S. force 
to curb a burgeoning Taliban in- 
surgency and bolster the Afghan 
government. He has tasked Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal, the top U.S. 
commander, with conducting a 
strategic review of the fight and 
drafting a detailed proposal for 
victory. 

McChrystal and Richard Hol- 
brooke, the U.S. special envoy to 
the country, telephoned Karnow 
on July 27 in an apparent effort 
to apply the lessons of Vietnam to 
the Afghan war, which started in 
2001 when U.S.-led forces ousted 
the Taliban regime in the wake of 
the 9/11 attacks. 

Among the concerns voiced 
by historians is the credibility of 
President Hamid Karzai’s gov- 
ernment, which is widely per- 
ceived as being plagued by graft 
and corruption. They draw a 
parallel between Afghanistan’s 
presidential election on Aug. 20 
and the failed effort in Vietnam 


to legitimize a military regime 
lacking broad popular support 
through an imposed presidential 
election in 1967.Holbrooke con- 
firmed to The Associated Press 
that the three men discussed sim- 
ilarities between the two wars. 
“We discussed the two situations 
and what to do,” he said during 
a visit last week to NATO head- 
quarters in Brussels. 

When asked what could be 
drawn from the Vietnam experi- 
ence, Karnow said: “What did we 
learn from Vietnam? We learned 
that we shouldn’t have been there 
in the first place. Obama and ev- 
erybody else seem to want to be 
in Afghanistan, but not I.” 

James McAllister, a professor 
of political science at Williams 
College in Massachusetts who 
has written extensively about 
Vietnam, said the administration 
could learn a lot from Vietnam. 

“American policy makers clear- 
ly see parallels between the two 
wars,” he said. “They know that 
the mistakes we made in Vietnam 
must be avoided in Afghanistan.” 

McAllister cited analogies be- 
tween the two wars: 

m@ In both wars, security forces 
had an overwhelming advantage 
in firepower over lightly armed 
but highly mobile guerrillas. 

™ Insurgents in both cases 
were able to use safe havens in 
neighboring countries to regroup 
and re-equip. 

Rufus Phillips, author of the 
book “Why Vietnam Matters,” 
warned about the derailing ef- 
fects that a corrupt presidential 
election could have on the war. 


1 American, 3 Brits killed in Afghanistan 
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Benchmarks for Afghan war

WASHINGTON — _ White 
House officials are weeks away 
from completing and publicly 
releasing metrics for how they’ll 
gauge success in Afghanistan, 
even as the number of U.S. troops 
in the country continues to rise. 

Administration officials, led 
by National Security Advisor Lt. 
Gen. Douglas Lute, briefed mem- 
bers of Congress this week on the 
ongoing efforts to develop bench- 
marks for progress in Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan. 

Earlier this year, lawmakers 
set a Sept. 23 due date for the 
metrics, and both lawmakers and 
President Barack Obama have 
promised to make the measures 
public then. 

For now, details of exactly what 
military officials would be track- 
ing remain classified, but White 
House officials confirmed that 
key House and Senate lawmakers 
received a nearly finished prod- 
uct in their meeting with Lute 
and NSA staffers. 

The American public, however, 
appears to be growing increas- 
ingly impatient. A new national 
CNN poll released this week 
showed that 41 percent of people 
questioned say they favor the war 
in Afghanistan, down 9 points 
from May, when half of those 
questioned expressed support. 
Fifty-four percent of respondents 
in the latest CNN poll said they 
opposed the Afghan war effort.

As part of the House’s version 
of the 2010 Defense Appropria- 
tions bill, lawmakers have asked 
for detailed reports throughout 
the year “outlining the U.S. se- 
curity, governance, development, 
counternarcotics and _ regional 
strategy in Afghanistan.” 

NSA officials said the met- 
rics are fundamentally based on 
how well U.S. and NATO forces 
“disrupt, dismantle and defeat 
al-Qaida” — echoing comments 
made by Obama during a speech 
in March outlining the new Af- 
ghanistan strategy. 

But one item that might not 
be included is the death toll 
from skirmishes between U.S. 
troops and Taliban or al-Qaida 
fighters. Last month, American 
military leaders in Afghanistan 
announced they would no longer 
release those body counts, calling 
the numbers uninformative and 
potentially upsetting to civilians 
in the country. 

White House officials would 
not comment on whether the

death tallies are included in the 
latest draft of the metrics. 

A spokesman for Sen. Carl 
Levin, D-Mich., chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, said he was pleased with the 
work thus far and confident the 
new metrics will be ready Sept. 
23. 

Lawmakers have been receiv- 
ing progress reports on Afghani- 
stan from the Pentagon since 
inserting an amendment requir- 
ing the summaries into the 2008 
defense authorization bill. The 
most recent report, issued in 
July, noted progress in stabiliz- 
ing the region but added that U.S. 
forces continue to face “severe 
challenges” in the fight. 

Members of the House have 
criticized that periodic report for 
being nearly five weeks late and 
incomplete, because it contains 
largely anecdotal and analytical 
summaries on the region. 

Rep. John Murtha, D-Penn., 
chair of the House Appropriations 
Committee’s defense subcommit- 
tee, again this week reiterated the 
need for “achievable and realistic 
benchmarks” for Afghanistan. 

Still, White House officials said 
they were pleased with the meet- 
ings this week, getting only small 
changes and positive feedback 
from lawmakers. Additional dis- 
cussions on the metrics will take 
place between the Defense and 
State departments over the com- 
ing weeks.

SULAIMANTYAH, Iraq — In 
Iraq’s Kurdish region where three 
American hikers fell into Ira- 
nian custody, the attractions for 
intrepid hikers and travelers are 
many. Visitors shop for crystal 
glasses and enjoy long walks in 
lush mountain resorts renowned 
for their pistachio groves. 

Safety is a big selling point 
— tourism promoters boast not a 
single foreigner has been killed or 
kidnapped since 2003. 

Still, in a region without a well- 
marked border, going off the 
beaten path in Kurdistan is very 
risky — as the three Americans 
discovered after they apparently 
wandered down the wrong side 
of a mountain last week and were 
taken into custody by Iranian bor- 
der guards.

The three — Shane Bauer, Sarah 
Shourd and Joshua Fattal — were 
under arrest in Iran on Tuesday 
for illegally entering the country, 
and an Iranian lawmaker said that 
authorities were deciding whether 
to accuse them of spying.

State Department rejected the al- 
legation, and relatives and Kurd- 
ish officials said they were merely 
hikers who got lost. The case is

crisis in Iran. 

Kurdish tourism officials are 
trying to keep the incident from 
drying up a budding business with 
the West. 

“The detention of the three 
American citizens by the Iranian 
border forces will not affect our 
tourism activity because they 
came alone and not within a tourist 
group,” said Kenaan Bahaudden, 
the director of the media office in 
the Kurdistan tourism ministry. 
“Tf they would have been with us, 
they would have been safer.” 

Kurdish police say the three 
went hiking without interpreters 
or bodyguards and were warned 
not to get too close to the border. 

The tranquil mountains of 
northern Iraq are one of the coun- 
try’s best-kept secrets. An oasis 
of relative security, Kurdistan is 
home to nearly 3.8 million people, 
is largely autonomous and has es- 
caped much of Iraq’s sectarian 
violence.

Travelers are increasingly visiting 
lraq’s Kurdish provinces.

The region: The self-ruled Kurdish 
area of Iraq makes up the northern 
part of the country and has borders 
with lran, Syria and Turkey.

Its capital is Irbil, locally 
known as Hawler. The Irbil citadel 
is the oldest continuously inhabited 
settlement in the world, having been 
peopled since 6,000 B.C.

Today the area is safe enough to 
entice a small but increasing num- 
ber of Western tourists as well. 

Kurdish immigration officials 
generally allow Americans to 
enter with a visa granted at the 
airports in major cities such as 
Irbil and Sulaimantyah. The visas 
are good only in Kurdistan, and 
officials urge all visitors to regis- 
ter with the nearest U.S. Embassy 
or consulate. 

The three detained Americans 
came into the Kurdish area from 
Turkey on July 28, and the next 
day went to Irbil, the capital of the 
Kurdish region, spending a night 
there before moving on to Sulai- 
maniya by bus.

Sunni-shiite

BAGHDAD — Muhanad Talib, 
a Sunni Muslim, married his 
Shiite bride because she was a 
“suitable woman” for him. It also 
didn’t hurt that their vows made 
them eligible for a $2,000 payout 
from the government. 

Talib and his wife are among 
more than 1,700 newlywed cou- 
ples who have accepted cash 
from a government program that 
encourages Sunnis and Shiites to 
tie the knot. The government has 
held 15 mass weddings for inter- 
sect couples from all over Iraq, 
with the most recent taking place 
last month at a club in western 
Baghdad once used by Saddam 
Hussein’s army. 

While the Iraqi government 
doesn’t track marriages bridging 
the two major Muslim sects, ex- 
perts say mixed couples are on the 
rebound after a dramatic decline 
during the days of heavy violence. 
The rise, or rather, the return of 
mixed marriages appears to be 
one more sign that Iraqi society is 
gradually recovering from the war, 
and that things are more peaceful 
than they have been in years. 

As security has improved, Iraq- 
is are returning to their homes in 
mixed neighborhoods and spend- 
ing more time at offices, univer-

Marriage in general is com- 
ing back into strong favor. Fig- 
ures from Iraq’s Higher Judicial 
Council show that 274,014 couples 
were married in 2007, when sec- 
tarian violence was raging. That 
jumped to 357,593 last year when 
violence waned. In the first three 
months of this year, 62,626 mar- 
riages were recorded across Iraq, 
excluding the semiautonomous 
Kurdish region in the north. 

Sheik Hamid al-Adhami, a 
Sunni cleric and marriage official, 
said he’s marrying four to five 
couples a month, two or three of 
whom are mixed-sect. Two judges 
— Ahmed al-Azzawi in the civil 
court in Baghdad’s central com- 
mercial district of Karradah and 
Karim al-Ithawi in the appeals 
court in Baghdad’s eastern Ru- 
safa district — both said that more 
people are getting married, and 
that mixed marriages are now as 
common as same-sect ones. 

The 14-century-old animos- 
ity between the sects grew out of 


a dispute over the succession of 
Prophet Muhammad, which split 
the Muslim world into Sunni and 
Shiite branches. Yet before the war, 
Sunnis and Shiites mixed freely in 
Baghdad. Inter-sect marriages 
were very common; religious 
identity was less important than 
allegiance to Saddam Hussein. 

In February 2006, a revered 
Shiite shrine in Samarra was 
bombed. Death squads slaugh- 
tered people and hundreds of 
thousands fled the increasingly 
segregated capital. The incident 
marked a new high in violence 
between the sects. 

A few months later, the Sunni 
vice president started a program 
doling out $2,000 to any Sunni- 
Shiite couple that tied the knot, 
in the hope that love would help 
overcome war. 

Hind Khalaf, an Iraqi women’s 
activist, said mixed marriages 
never completely disappeared 
from society, but dropped off dur- 
ing the worst years of violence. 

“People were too afraid to lose 
their sons if they let them marry 
from the other sect,” Khalaf said.

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Rental agencies protest new housing policy

OKINAWA CITY — Alarmed 
by a new policy that requires 
all incoming military families to 
live in base housing, rental agen- 
cies are lobbying Okinawa and 
Tokyo officials to urge the U.S. 
military to suspend the rule. 

They want their representa- 
tives to apply pressure to Air 
Force officials who put the new 
policy into effect Aug. 1. They 
also want a suspension of all new 
housing projects on the bases. 

“For more than 50 years, we 
have been engaged in the busi- 
ness of offering rental homes to 
people in the U.S. military com- 
munity on Okinawa,” stated an 
All Okinawa Housing Association 
petition presented Wednesday to 
Okinawa City Mayor Mitsuko 
Tomon. 

“Tf the policy is implemented, 
a great amount of rental homes 
will be left vacated, seriously 
threatening the basis of our 
livelihood.” 

The group intends to file simi- 
lar requests with the Okinawa 
Bureau of the Ministry of 
Defense, Okinawa Gov. Hirokazu 
Nakaima, the Okinawa prefec- 
tural assembly and the mayors 
of cities and towns where the 
rental homes for Americans are 
concentrated. 

About 11,900 Americans on 
Okinawa under the Status of 
Forces Agreement — married 
and single — live in more than 
7,119 off-base housing units, said 
association chairman Junichi 
Kiyan. Many of the homes 
have been built specifically to 
American standards in the past 
five years or SO. 

Some housing agents said the 
new rule could reduce the num- 
ber of off-base units rented to 
Americans to under a thousand. 


Va. to appeal ruling 
on SEAL trainee 


RICHMOND, Va. — Virgin- 
ia’s attorney general said Fri- 
day that he will appeal a court 
ruling that exonerated a for- 
mer Navy SEAL trainee who 
has spent 14 years in prison 
for the abduction and murder 
of a Georgia college student. 

In a 2-1 decision Tuesday, 
a Virginia Court of Appeals 
panel granted a writ of actual 
innocence to Dustin Turner of 
Bloomington, Ind. 

Another former SEAL 
trainee, Billy Joe Brown, now 
says he alone killed Jennifer 
Evans and Turner just helped 
dispose of her body. 

The panel’s decision, which 
now will be reviewed by the 
full appeals court, affirmed 
a judge’s ruling that Brown’s 
confession was credible. 

Virginia Beach _ Circuit 
Judge Frederick Lowe con- 
cluded that no rational judge 
or jury would have convict- 
ed Turner had they heard 
Brown’s confession.

The Air Force could save more

on Kadena Air Base. The larg- 
est concentrations are in Chatan, 
Okinawa City, Yomitan, Uruma, 
Ginowan and Kitanakagusuku. 

“Tf utilities, cleaning and other 
related services are included, the 
total economic effect is 20 bil- 
lion yen ($210.5 million),” said 
Seijun Tokuzato, director of the 
association’s board. 

“The great benefit to military 
personnel living off base, as well 
as the economic impact, is about

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates 
— The parallels between Iran and 
North Korea would seem to riff 
off the same West-rattling script: 
start a nuclear program, test some 
long-range missiles, demand in- 


ternational respect. 
But the latest mirror moment 
for the two nations — nabbing 


Americans accused of straying 
across the border — shows that 
the symmetry goes only so far. 

The type of star-power mission 
by former President Bill Clinton 
last week to free two U.S. journal- 
ists is far less likely — but per- 
haps not impossible — to try to 
aid three Americans detained by 
Iranian authorities the previous- 
week after allegedly wandering 
over the frontier during a hike in 
northern Iraq. 

The differences, analysts say, 
include the complexities of deal- 
ing with Iran’s mix of ruling cler- 
ics, elected politicos and military 
commanders, rather than a one- 
stop strongman such as North 
Korea’s Kim Jong II. 

And the timing couldn’t be more 
difficult. The meltdown after 
June’s disputed election has left 
Iran’s leadership embattled and 
alleging that foreign “enemies” 
— read: The United States and its 
allies — are behind the nation’s 
worst internal unrest since the 
1979 Islamic Revolution. 

“Tran is far more complicated 
politically for this kind of outside- 
the-government mercy mission,” 
said Abdulkhaleq Abdulla, a pro- 
fessor of political science at Emir- 
ates University. “In North Korea, 
you have a one-man show. In Iran, 
you have to deal with the entire 
system, not just one man.” 

That doesn’t mean Iran would 
necessarily snub a personal ap- 
peal from a big-name envoy, he 
added. 

“There’s always room for be- 
yond-the-state diplomacy,” Ab- 
dulla said.

Iran seen years from producing 
nuclear weapons-grade material

WASHINGTON — _ Despite 
Iran’s progress since 2007 toward 
producing enriched uranium, the 
State Department’s intelligence 
analysts continue to think that 
Tehran will not be able to produce 
weapons-grade material before 
2013, according to a newly dis- 
closed congressional document. 

The updated assessment, by the 
State Department’s Bureau of In- 
telligence and Research, empha- 
sizes that the analysis is based on 
Iran’s technical capability and is 
not a judgment about “when Iran 
might make any political deci- 
sion” to produce highly enriched 
uranium. 

The intelligence community 


agrees that a political decision 
has not yet been made. According 
to the assessment, State Depart- 
ment analysts think such a deci- 
sion is unlikely to be made “for 
at least as long as international 
scrutiny and pressure persist.” 
The views on Iran’s nuclear 
program were made by the State 
Department’s intelligence arm 
and are contained among an- 
swers in a document supplied by 
Director of National Intelligence 
Dennis Blair to the Senate Se- 
lect Committee on Intelligence 
following a hearing in February. 
Steven Aftergood, a senior re- 
search analyst at the Federation 
of American Scientists, obtained 
the document through a Freedom 
of Information Act request and 


published it Thursday on his Web 
site. 

Among items included in the 
document is an analysis of Rus- 
sia’s military status. Blair con- 
cluded the Russian military “is a 
shadow of its Soviet predecessor.” 
Its conventional forces are “not a 
direct military threat to central 
or western Europe,” and its abil- 
ity to project large forces abroad 
“is very limited.” 

In fact, according to the intelli- 
gence analysis, Moscow appears 
to be emphasizing the creation 
of a “smaller, more professional, 
mobile, survivable, highly techni- 
cal military,” one more adapted 
to deal with countries on its bor- 
ders, except for China.

In North Korea, the journal-

Taunt the West with defiance and 
displays of power, such as North 
Korea’s latest test of a nuclear test 
device in May or Iran’s announce- 
ments of its expanding uranium 
enrichment capabilities. 

North Korea fired six ballistic 
missiles off its eastern coast in an- 
other display of its arsenal. Two 
months earlier, Iran test-fired a 
new missile with a range of about 
1,200 miles, far enough to strike 
Israel and southeastern Europe. 

Their regions are different but 
their goals also are not far apart 
— a hunger for full international 
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recognition, including humbling 
concessions from Washington, 
which has no diplomatic relations 
with either country. 

“We must play a key role in 
the management of the world,” 
said Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad in his inaugura- 
tion speech Wednesday — as riot 
police outside parliament battled 
protesters claiming his re-elec- 
tion was secured by massive 
vote-rigging. 

In North Korea, Kim appar- 
ently used Clinton’s mission to 
dispel rumors that his health was 
in steep decline. It was Kim’s first 
meeting with a prominent West- 
ern figure since reportedly suffer- 
ing a stroke a year ago.

Ceremonies honor casualties in fight with Russia

TBILISI, Georgia — Georgia 
marked one year since its war 
with Russia on Friday with quiet 
moments and somber ceremonies 
— a nationwide minute of silence, 
a human chain in a war-battered 
town, a soldier’s small son gazing 
at his father’s tombstone. 

The brief war killed at least 
390 people and left a legacy of 
animosity between leaders and 
fears among civilians that more 
fighting may erupt. About 26,000 


still live in temporary housing in 
Georgia, many on less than $3 a 
day, according to aid group World 
Vision. 

For five days Georgian troops 
fought to rein in the breakaway 
region of South Ossetia and push 
back advancing Russian forces, 
while on the other side Russian 
troops and tanks backed the sep- 
aratist forces against what they 
called an unprovoked Georgian 
assault. Fighting ended with an 
EU-brokered agreement that left 
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rest of Georgia by mili- 
tary checkpoints. 

Russia, which recog- 
nizes South Ossetia as 
independent, maintains 
thousands of troops 
there to support local 
forces, which have 
widely been accused of 
killing ethnic Georgian civilians, 
burning their houses and driv- 
ing them at gunpoint from the 
region.

Clinton urges South 
Africa to take lead 
in economic recovery

JOHANNESBURG — U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton on Friday called on South 
Africa to take a leading role in driving slumping 
economies across the world’s poorest continent dur- 
ing the worldwide financial crisis. 

In a speech to South African business leaders 
here, Clinton said that despite setbacks the country 
is “uniquely positioned” to propel economic growth 
throughout Africa if it sticks to sound financial prin- 
ciples, embraces open trade and promotes foreign 
investment.

Africa,” she said. “This is both a responsibility and 
an opportunity.”

Saudi man detained over 
alleged TV sex confession

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — 
Many Saudis have been scandal- 
ized by a Saudi man who spoke 
frankly about sex on a satellite TV 
program, showing off erotic toys 
and fantasizing about joining the 
mile-high club. 

More than 200 people have filed 
legal complaints against Mazen 
Abdul-Jawad, dubbed a “sex brag- 
gart” by the media, and many 
Saudis say he should be severely 
punished. 

“His punishment should be 
as harsh as his sin,” said lawyer 
Mohsen al-Awajy. “He has out- 
raged everybody.” 

Abdul-Jawad was detained last 
Friday for questioning. But his 
lawyer, Sulaiman al-Jumeii, said 
the interview, which was aired on 
the Lebanese-based LBC satellite 


TV station, was manipulated. He 
also said his client was not aware 
in many instances that he was 
being recorded. 

Abdul-Jawad’s segment on the 
LBC show begins with the 32- 
year-old Saudi Airlines employee 
apparently talking about the first 
time he had sex — at age 14 with 
a neighbor. Then he leads viewers 
into his bedroom. Sitting cross- 
legged on a red bedcover, Abdul- 
Jawad, a divorced father of four 
sons, says “everything happens in 
this room.” 

Another shot shows Abdul- 
Jawad holding up blurred sex 
toys, a sex manual and a bottle he 
took from a box. 

A segment also shows him 
greeting three male friends at the 
door of his apartment. The three 
friends were also detained by 
Saudi authorities.

LONDON — One of Britain’s most noto- 
rious criminals has officially been released 
from prison.

Biggs was part of a gang that robbed 
a mail train in an August 1963 heist that 
netted 2.6 million pounds — worth more 
than $50 million today.

Terror suspects lose case 
against extradition to U.S. 


LONDON — A British court dismissed 
motions by two terror suspects asking not 
to be extradited to the United States. 

Khalid al-Fawwaz and Abel Abdel-Bary, 
wanted in the U.S. in connection with 1998 
attacks on embassies in Kenya and Tan- 
zania that killed 224 people, argued that 
being sent to a high-security U.S. prison 
would breach their human rights. 

The judges said conditions in U.S. “super- 
max” prisons are harsh but not inhuman.

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Bahrain trying to clean up Its image as the Saudis

MANAMA, Bahrain — This tiny Gulf 
island nation is sick of its reputation as a 
seedy off-shore Las Vegas and a hot spot 
of sin for Saudis, so it’s starting to rein in 
the booze. Already it’s flooded with Sau- 
dis looking for tamer fare they can’t get at 
home in their ultraconservative kingdom 
— Hannah Montana and heavy metal. 

The Muslim nation has long been known 
as a no-holds-barred island where glitzy 
nightclubs, Lebanese lounge singers and 
alcohol entice Muslims from the Gulf 
states who want a break from their more 
rigid societies. 

It’s a reputation that doesn’t always sit 
well with many of Bahrain’s citizens who 
take offense at the drinking and associated 
vices, and have recently moved to limit al- 
cohol consumption. 

Bahrain is particularly attractive for 
wealthy Saudis, who live in the region’s 
most conservative state, and are as close 
as a half hour from Bahrain by a causeway 
linking Saudi Arabia to the island. 

Saudis and others have been known to 
flood the tiny nation on weekends, filling 
Manama’s bars and hotels, holding alco- 
hol-fueled races through Bahrain’s streets 
and patronizing the many prostitutes who 
crowd the hotels and clubs. 

Both Shiite and Sunni Muslims in Bah- 
rain, usually on opposite sides of the politi- 
cal spectrum, have found common ground 
in this fight to protect the country’s moral 
fiber. 

In April, Bahrain tried to appease con- 
servatives by shutting down bars in one- 
and two-star hotels. Now some lawmakers 
are pushing the government to outlaw alco- 
hol in the entire country and close down all 
nightclubs. 

“So many prostitutes and so many 
drunk people from outside Bahrain, and 
this is corrupting the country,” said Adel 
al-Moawdah, a parliament member push- 
ing the anti-alcohol measures. “We call it 
dirtying the face of the country.” 

But while alcohol and vice have always 
been a lure, the recent hubbub over the 
anti-alcohol measures overshadows the 
fact that many Saudis also come to Bahrain 
for entertainment fare that in most parts of 
the world could be considered downright 
wholesome but are banned in the ultra- 
strict Islamic kingdom. 

People “think that Saudis are always in 
the bars, restaurants. But I see Saudis who 
are families, who are very respectful,” 
said Mahmoud Jadbeer, who supervises a 
chain of cinemas on the island. “We have 
a huge number of Saudis who come over to 
Bahrain.” 

There are no movie theaters in Saudi 
Arabia, and public concerts are all but 
banned. Cultural events that do take place 
are sometimes targeted by the religious 
police who monitor the country for mixing 
between the sexes and other offenses. 

In Bahrain, Saudis can enjoy such cul- 
tural events. Parking lots outside malls 
are packed with Saudi vehicles bearing the 
tell-tale KSA markings for the Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia — some even driven by

women who are barred from getting be- 
hind the wheel at home. 

Saudi customers flocking to see such 
movies as “Fast and Furious” are easily 
identifiable by the Saudi riyals they hand 
over for tickets. Men and women who 
are rigidly separated back home can be 
seen walking side by side or even holding 
hands. 

While cultural events are on the rise in 
Saudi Arabia in recent years, many resi- 
dents still need an outlet where they can let 
their veil down. 

“For many girls and boys who come here, 
it’s a kind of freedom,” said Duaa Muneer, a 
21-year-old Saudi woman who studies full- 
time in Bahrain. And, Muneer said, they 
take back to Saudi Arabia a new perspec- 
tive. “I see things from different angles.” 

When there is a holiday in Saudi Arabia, 
Jadbeer, who supervises the movie chain, 
estimates that as many as 85 to 90 percent 


of his customers are Saudis. The number 
falls during nonvacation times but is still 
very significant. 

Saudi kids enjoy animation and Hannah 
Montana, while horror and action movies 
are popular with the adults, he said. 

At the Virgin store in one Manama mall, 
Fatima Mohammed waved to the rows of T- 
shirts featuring bands such as Iron Maiden, 
Megadeath and System of a Down, and said 
Saudi teens love heavy metal. 

And lest there be any confusion, it’s the 
girls who like heavy metal, Mohammed 
said. The guys prefer rap. Many Saudi teens 
come to Bahrain to take part in battle-of- 
the-band type competitions on weekends, 
she added. 

Saudis buy books banned from shelves 
back home, such as novels by Salman Rush- 
die whose book “Satanic Verses” has been 
deemed blasphemous, said Howard Scott, 
who works at the Jashanmal Bookstore. 

Many Saudi artists unable to show their 
work openly in Saudi Arabia instead come 
to galleries such as the al riwagq, a presti- 
gious facility in Manama showing con- 
temporary art. A good proportion of the 
customers are also Saudis. 

As customers, Saudi tastes run toward 
paintings and more classical or traditional 
works, said Mayssa Fattouh, the curato- 
rial and program manager at al riwaq. 
Many look questioningly at more recent art 
trends such as video installations, but she 
said they are amazingly curious. 

“They see everything as a new thing,” 
she said.

Car program 
vets refueled 
with $2 billion

WASHINGTON — Car shop- 
pers caught up in the frenzy of 
the “cash-for-clunkers” program 
now have more time and a $2 bil- 
lion reason to trade in their old 
gas guzzlers. 

President Barack Obama 
signed into law Friday a measure 
tripling the budget of the $1 bil- 
lion incentive program that has 
drawn big crowds to formerly 
deserted showrooms. The Sen- 
ate on Thursday passed the leg- 
islation extending the 2-week-old 
program into Labor Day and 
preventing it from running out of 
money. 

“Now more American consum- 
ers will have the chance to pur- 
chase newer, more fuel-efficient 
cars and the American economy 
will continue to get a much-need- 
ed boost,” Obama said in a state- 
ment hailing the vote. 

The extra money, approved by 
the House last week, is aimed at 
helping automakers and spurring 
the economy while removing the 
least fuel-efficient vehicles from 
the road. Last week, the govern- 
ment said the program’s funding 
would be exhausted by Friday if 
it was not replenished.

WASHINGTON — When Sonia 
Sotomayor is sworn in Saturday to 
the Supreme Court, she’ll be able 
to claim two firsts: first Hispanic 
justice and first high court mem- 
ber to have her oath-taking made 
available to TV cameras.

Job loss decline is 
encouraging sign

WASHINGTON — Employers sharply scaled 
back layoffs in July, and the unemployment rate 
dipped for the first time in 15 months, sending a 
strong signal that the worst recession since World 
War IT is finally ending. 

A net total of 247,000 jobs were lost last month, the 
fewest in a year. That compares with 443,000 jobs 
that disappeared in June. The unemployment rate 
for July declined to 9.4 percent from 9.5 percent in 
June. 

The snapshot the Labor Department released 
Friday offered other encouraging news, too. Work- 
ers’ hours nudged up after sinking to a record low 
in June, and paychecks grew after having stagnated 
or fallen. 

“There’s clearly been a turn for the better,” said 
Ken Mayland, president of ClearView Economics. 
“The worst is behind us in terms of layoffs.” 

Still, the labor market remains on shaky ground. 
The 247,000 jobs lost in July represent a vast im- 
provement on much higher job losses earlier in 
the year. But they’re a far cry from the positive job 
growth needed to sustain an economic recovery. 

When the economy is healthy, employers need to 
add a net total of around 125,000 jobs a month just to 
keep the unemployment rate stable. To push the job- 
less rate down to a more normal 5 percent range, it 
would take stronger job growth — of at least 200,000 
jobs amonth. Economists say it might take until 2013

GOP senator 
to step down 
in Florida

ORLANDO, Fla. — Republi- 
can Sen. Mel Martinez of Florida 
said Friday he will resign from 
the Senate as soon as a replace- 
ment can be appointed, leaving 
the seat more than a year before 
his term ends. 

Martinez, the only Hispanic 
Republican in the Senate, re- 
vealed his plans in a statement to 
supporters and was expected to 
publicly announce the decision 
Friday afternoon in Florida.

Experts say mass killings are often meant 
to bring attention to perceived grievances

PITTSBURGH — The man who went on a 
deadly shooting rampage at a Pittsburgh-area 
health club shares a chilling trait with other 
mass killers, an expert says: the desire to 
make their woes understood through multiple 
deaths. 

No indication has surfaced that George So- 
dini had documented mental problems, but 
his massacre shares threads with others ana- 
lyzed by psychiatrists and legal experts, who 
say the line between lonely and homicidal re- 
mains hard to place. 

“They’re thinking, ‘I want everyone to un- 
derstand and appreciate why I’m doing this,’ 
and the way to do that, in their mind, is to kill 
other people and not just themselves,” said 
New York attorney Carolyn Wolf, whose firm 
specializes in mental health issues. “In their 
mind it sends a broader message.” 

The 48-year-old Sodini fatally shot himself 
after killing three women and wounding nine 
others attending a weekly Latin dance aero- 
bics class in Collier Township on Tuesday 
night. He wore black workout gear and fired 
three guns indiscriminately after shutting off 
the lights. 

Killed were Heidi Overmier, 46, of Carn- 
egie, a sales manager at an amusement park; 
Jody Billingsley, 37, of Mount Lebanon, who 
worked for a medical-supply company; and 
Elizabeth Gannon, 49, of Pittsburgh, an X-ray 
technician at Allegheny General Hospital. 

Police say Sodini didn’t know his victims. 
His scathing, 4,000-plus-word blog reads like 
a monthslong diary lamenting his wrongful 
rejection by “30 million” American women 
and alluding to his plans. 

Virginia Tech gunman Seung-Hui Cho is- 
sued a “message” railing about being over- 
looked by “snobs” and rich “brats” before his 
2007 attack. Police uncovered that Jiverly 
Wong was led to kill 13 people and himself 
at a Binghamton, N.Y., immigration center in 
April by perceived police persecution, mock- 


ery for poor English and psychosis. 

Both Cho and Wong, however, had docu- 
mented mental problems, but there’s no indi- 
cation yet Sodini did. 

“These people get into a very self-centered, 
sometimes self-aggrandizing, often psychotic 
path that enables them, in their mind, to final- 
ly get the attention they crave,” Wolf said. 

In his Web diary, Sodini wrote his anger 
stemmed from unfulfilled desire, writing 
women at his gym “look so beautiful as to not 
be human.” 

Two undated videos apparently recorded 
by Sodini were posted online showing him 
talking about hiding his emotions and trying 
to “emotionally connect.” 

Alan Manevitz, a psychiatrist at New York 
Presbyterian/Weill Cornell hospital, said the 
timing of such messages means everything. 

“Someone who puts it out in advance may 
have ambivalence; they may want to be 
stopped,” Manevitz said. “The guy who does 
it after the fact is leaving the explanation the 
diary of what it is that they’re hoping will be 
understood in their very irrational mind.”

Twitter strike may have been show of power

Twitter, once derided as a friv- 
olous way to tell friends what you 
are eating and when you’re going 
to bed, has grown up. 

The cyberattack that paralyzed 
the social networking service 
signaled that it had become big 
enough to attract the attention of 
malicious Internet hackers, who 
might have been motivated by 
profit. 

No one knows for sure who was 
behind the “denial of service” 
strike that crippled Twitter for 
hours Thursday, and which also 
was aimed at popular Internet 
properties Facebook, Google and 
possibly YouTube. 

Speculation as to the perpetra- 
tors ran from bored teenagers to 
hackers for hire. 

Several security experts said 


they saw the fingerprints of a so- 
phisticated operation involving 
“botnets” — giant armies of per- 
sonal computers that have been 
silently taken over by hackers, 
unbeknownst to their owners. 

“Botnets are a very stable plat- 
form to engage in all sorts of cy- 
bercrime,” said Thomas Holt, 
a professor at Michigan State 
University’s school of Criminal 
Justice. For some hackers, using 
“Twitter as a target is a good way 
of measuring” a botnet’s power. 

By showcasing its disruptive 
effect, hackers can use the attack 
as acalling card for their services 
for anyone who wanted to derail a 
rival or send huge volumes of un- 
wanted e-mail. 

That could be for bragging 
rights or a more nefarious pur- 
pose. The hackers who crippled 
a service aS prominent as Twit- 
ter could conceivably sell their 


skills. 

“They would be like hit men, 
but with digital packets instead of 
bullets,” said Jerry Dixon, a se- 
curity analyst with the nonprofit 
group Team Cymru. 

Security analyst Beth Jones 
of the Sophos company said one 
theory was that the attack was 
caused by a botnet using a com- 
puter worm known as Koobface. 

She doesn’t think the worm was 
created for sport. 

“This was no kid who wrote 
this,’ Jones said. “This was pro- 
fessionally written.” 

Once in place, the botnet could 
be used for underground com- 
mercial purposes, such as spread- 
ing vast amounts of spam e-mail. 

A botnet works best when it’s 
secret. Jones said this attack 
could be a case of a botnet going 
wild, perhaps because of a faulty 
update command. 


Twitter said it was the victim 
of a “distributed denial of ser- 
vice” attack, a disruptive tactic 
in which outsiders attempt to 
overload a Web site with huge 
numbers of computer-generated 
requests. Those attacks are often 
generated by botnets. 

Because sites have a limited 
capacity to handle incoming traf- 
fic, a deliberate deluge can cause 
servers to respond slowly to legit- 
imate users, or not at all. 

The attack was continuing as of 
early evening Thursday, though 
by that time much of the mali- 
cious traffic had been deflected, 
said Kazuhiro Gomi, chief oper- 
ating officer of NTT America, the 
company that provides Twitter’s 
Internet infrastructure. 

Gomi said an attack capable 
of bringing down Twitter was 
“definitely one of the worst-case 
scenarios.” 
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Filmmaker 
John Hughes 
dies after 
heart attack

NEW YORK — The actors 
made famous by writer-director 
John Hughes are extolling his 
talents after his death, calling 
him influential and “one of the 
giants” for capturing the youth 
market in the 1980s and ’90s with 
such favorites as “The Breakfast 
Club,” “Ferris Bueller’s Day Off” 
and “Home Alone.” 

Hughes died of a heart attack 
during a Thursday morning walk 
in Manhattan, spokeswoman Mi- 
chelle Bega said. 

The 59-year-old was in New 
York to visit family. 

A native of Lansing, Mich., 
who moved to suburban Chica- 
go and set 
much of his 
work there, |x. 
Hughes rose 
from come- 
dy writer to 
ad writer to 
silver screen 
champ with 
his _ affec- 
tionate and 
idealized 
portraits 
of teens, 
whether the romantic and sexual 
insecurity of “Sixteen Candles,” 
or the J.D. Salinger-esque rebel- 
lion against conformity in “The 
Breakfast Club.” 

Hughes’ ensemble comedies 
helped make stars out of Molly 
Ringwald, Anthony Michael 
Hall, Ally Sheedy and many 
other young performers. He also 
scripted the phenomenally popu- 
lar “Home Alone,” which made 
little-known Macaulay Culkin a 
sensation as the 8-year-old ac- 
cidentally abandoned by his va- 
cationing family, and wrote or 
directed such hits as “National 
Lampoon’s Vacation,” “Pretty in 
Pink,” “Planes, Trains & Auto- 
mobiles” and “Uncle Buck.” 

“TI was a fan of both his work 
and a fan of him as a person,” 
Culkin said. “The world has lost 
not only a quintessential film- 
maker whose influence will be 
felt for generations, but a great 
and decent man.” 

Other actors who got early 
breaks from Hughes included 
John Cusack (“Sixteen Can- 
dles”), Judd Nelson (“The Break- 
fast Club’’), Steve Carell (“Curly 
Sue”) and Lili Taylor (‘“‘She’s 
Having a Baby”). 

Actor and director Bill Paxton 
credited Hughes for launching 
his career by casting him as bul- 
lying older brother Chet in the 
1985 film “Weird Science.” 

“He took a tremendous chance 
on me,” Paxton said. “Like Orson 
Welles, he was a boy wonder, 
a director’s director, a writer’s 
writer, a filmmaker’s filmmaker. 
He was one of the giants.” 

Between 1984 and 1990, he 
wrote or directed more than a 
dozen hits. 

He remained popular even 
when his key characters, in 
“Planes, Trains & Automobiles” 
and “Uncle Buck,” were adults.

Pilots heard noises, warned 
tower 8.C. crash was coming

COLUMBIA, S.C. — The pi- 
lots of a Learjet that hurtled off 
a South Carolina runway heard a 
noise and warned controllers they 
were going to crash just seconds 
before the fiery accident killed 
four people and injured two ce- 
lebrities, according to transcripts 
of the cockpit conversation re- 
leased Friday. 

What appeared to be a routine 
departure from Columbia Metro- 
politan Airport just before mid- 
night Sept. 19 quickly became a 
disaster as the Learjet 60 made 
clicking noises that drew the at- 
tention of pilot Sarah Lemmon 
and her co-pilot, James Bland. 

“What was that?” Bland asked. 

“T don’t know,” Lemmon said. 
“We’re not going though.” 

Lemmon then cursed and 
slammed on the plane’s brakes. 

“What is going on here?” one of 
the pilots asked. 

Bland told the air traffic control 
officials to prepare for a crash. 

The plane shot off the end of the 
runway, ripped through a fence 
and crossed a highway before 
coming to rest in flames. Lem- 
mon, Bland and two others were 
killed. Former Blink-182 drum- 
mer Travis Barker and DJ AM, 


whose real name is Adam Gold- 
stein, were injured and treated 
for burns. 

The NTSB has not determined 
what caused the crash. But inves- 
tigators have said there was little 
rubber left on the jet’s wheels and 
the brakes were badly damaged. 

Aviation authorities have said 
the recordings showed the crew 
thought a tire had blown, but that 
was not obvious in the transcript. 
The NTSB has said pieces of tire 
were recovered about 2,800 feet 
from where the plane started its 
takeoff. 

The jet’s owner, Inter Travel & 
Services Inc. of Irvine, Calif., and 
its operator, Global Exec Aviation 
Inc. of Long Beach, Calif., have 
sued the airport, arguing that the 
design of the area beyond the run- 
way contributed to the serious- 
ness of the crash. The companies 
claim there was not enough room 
for the plane to stop, that a fence 
damaged the jet’s fuel tanks, 
and that the plane crashed into a 
raised roadway embankment. 

The companies have also sued 
Learjet Inc., Bombardier Aero- 
space Corp. and Goodyear Tire 
& Rubber Co. for more than $12 
million in damages, blaming 
manufacturers’ designs.

Malfunction found during 
probe of Air France crash

WASHINGTON — On at least a dozen recent 
flights by U.S. jetliners, malfunctioning equipment 
made it impossible for pilots to know how fast they 
were flying, federal investigators have discovered. 

A similar breakdown is believed to have played 
a role in the Air France crash into the Atlantic that 
killed all 228 people aboard in June. 

The discovery suggests the equipment problems 
are more widespread than previously believed. And 
it gives new urgency to airlines already scrambling 
to replace air sensors and figure out how the errors 
went undetected despite safety systems. 

The equipment failures, all involving Northwest 
Airlines Airbus A330s, were brief and were noticed 
only after safety officials began investigating June’s 
Air France crash and two other recent in-flight 
malfunctions. 

All malfunctions under investigation involved 
planes with sensors made by the European elec- 
tronics giant Thales Corp. The Air France crash 
called into question the reliability of the sensors and 
touched off a rush to replace them. 

Many companies, however, simply replaced them 
with another Thales model. As it became clear the 
problem was more widespread, Airbus and Europe- 
an regulators told companies to replace at least two 
of the three sensors on each plane with models made 
by North Carolina-based Goodrich Corp. The planes 
can continue flying while the switch is made. 
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Workers unload debris from crashed Air France 
flight AF447 at a Brazilian port in June. More Air- 
bus A330s have shown the same speed-reading 
problems blamed for the flight’s crash. 


Thales officials have previously said the compa- 
ny’s sensors were made to Airbus specifications. 

The Northwest incidents were discovered when 
Delta Air Lines, which merged with Northwest last 
year, reviewed archived flight data for its fleet of 32 
Airbus A330s, the people close to the inquiry said. 
All the planes involved landed safely. 

Morgan Durrant, a spokesman for the only other 
U.S. airline that operates A330s, US Airways, said 
it had not seen similar problems in its 11-plane fleet 
of the jetliners. 

Delta/Northwest and US Airways recently com- 
pleted replacing older Thales tubes with new Thales 
tubes. The companies say they are now replacing 
them with Goodrich tubes. 
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What a difference a name 
makes for Afghan children 


In N.C. for medical treatment, kids from 
war zone drop family names, gain friends

hen they step off the 
plane, the sick and in- 
jured Afghan children 


shed their surnames, stripping 
themselves of a label that often 
carries tribal or religious im- 
plications and enabling them 
to form friendships most once 
thought impossible. 

Friendships with children from 
other tribes and faiths, children 
they might otherwise grow up to 
fight. 

And friendships with the Amer- 
icans who take them in while doc- 
tors treat their wounds. 

“In America, I’m _ learning 
every day,” 17-year-old Zaman 
Rashid, who is from the embat- 
tled western province of Farah, 
said recently as he sat in front of 
a laptop at his host family’s sub- 
urban home in Statesville. “I’m 
learning every day in Afghani- 
stan, just I’m learning war — how 
to kill a person.” 

The Charlotte-based nonprofit 
Solace for the Children has been 
bringing groups of children, near- 
ly three dozen this summer alone, 
from Afghanistan 
to North Caroli- pe 
na for medical 
treatment 
since 
2007. 
Dick Wil- 
son, a re- 
tired 
in- 


surance agent and his wife, Patsy, 
a real estate agent, started the 
organization in 1996 by bringing 
children from Belarus affected by 
the Chernobyl nuclear accident 
to the U.S. for medical treatment. 
As the need there diminished, 
the Wilsons turned their focus to 
Afghanistan. 

Along the way, they discovered 
that healing for the 50 children 
who have so far taken part doesn’t 
stop after American doctors treat 
their physical injuries. 


“When they got here we j 


witnessed a phenomenon 
that took us by surprise. 
We learned that many of 
the children were from 
warring 
tribes,” f 
said Patsy 
Wilson. 
“They 
wouldn’t 
have been 
speaking 
to each 
other at 











all in Afghanistan.” 

During that first summer, the 
children decided among them- 
selves to drop any part of their 
names that carried an ethnic, re- 
gional or religious implication. In 
the two summers since, organiz- 
ers have encouraged the children 
to continue the practice. 

When they dropped parts of 
their names, “everything re- 
laxed,” Wilson said.

“The country has really been so 
torn apart,” Barton said.

Rashid first came to America 
in 2007 to have a tumor removed 
from his sinus cavity.

He’s taught himself English 
and talks enthusiastically of life 
in the U.S. but anxiously about 
life in Afghanistan where he’s 
been deafened by shoulder-fired 
rockets and seen police officers 
slain by Taliban fighters. 

“Our lives in Farah, it’s be- 
tween death and life. We don’t 
know if maybe we will die.

Appearance was second as defense secretary

ARLINGTON, Va. — Defense Secre- 
tary Robert Gates on Friday quietly at- 
tended the Arlington National Cemetery 
funeral of a soldier killed by gunfire in 
Afghanistan. 

It was the second time that Gates, as 
secretary, has gone to an Arlington funeral 
for a fallen soldier from the current wars, 
spokesman Geoff Morrell said. 

Even the family of Cpl. Benjamin S. 
Kopp, a 21-year old Army Ranger with 
the 3rd Battalion, 75th Ranger Regiment, 
from Fort Benning, Ga., was unaware the 
secretary would be there, according to 
Morrell. 

“He looks for all kinds of ways to honor 
the fallen,” Morrell said, but in the “least 
disruptive manner possible.” 

Morrell said that Gates has asked his 
staff to provide photos and local news clip- 
pings of each U.S. fatality, and he also pens 
and signs his own letters of condolences to 
the families. As CIA director, Gates also 
would attend Arlington services for intel- 
ligence personnel. 

The secretary often has looked visibly 
upset or spoken in a quivering voice when 
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speaking publicly of the sacrifices made 
by those killed under his watch. 

Kopp, from Rosemount, Minn., was 
wounded last month in Afghanistan by in- 
surgent small-arms fire, according to the 
Pentagon. A Minnesota Public Radio re- 
port said Kopp was shot twice on a special 
operations mission in Helmand province 
on July 10. He died from those wounds 
on July 18 at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center, in Bethesda, Md., though he never 
regained consciousness after the attack. 

It was Kopp’s third tour abroad, follow- 
ing two tours in Iraq. 

Gates previously attended the funeral of 
Air Force Staff Sgt Phillip A. Myers at Ar- 
lington in April. 

On March 16, Gates traveled unan- 
nounced to Dover Air Force Base in Dela- 
ware to view the return of flag-draped 
coffins for his first time, and in a Pentagon 
press conference two days later, he de- 
scribed the experience as “very difficult.” 

“T went to the back of the plane by myself 
and spent time with each of the transfer 
cases,” the secretary said, before stopping 
for a long pause to gather himself. He has 
not returned to view a Dover arrival since 
that visit.

MANSON ‘FAMILY LEGACY 


40 years after the late-LaBianca murders, members of d

LOS ANGELES — Forty years 
ago, they were kids. Vulnerable, 
alienated, running away from a 
world wracked by war and rebel- 
lion. They turned to a cult leader 
for love and wound up tied to a 
web of unimaginable evil. 

They were part of Charles 
Manson’s “Family” and now, on 
the brink of old age, they are the 
haunted. 

“T never have a day go by that 
I don’t think about it, especially 
about the victims,” says Barbara 
Hoyt who was 17 the summer of 
the Sharon Tate-LaBianca mur- 
ders. “I’ve long ago accepted the 
fact it will never go away.” 

The ones who aren’t in prison 
are scattered across the country. 
Some live under assumed names 
to hide their past from friends and 
business associates. Some have 
undergone surgery to remove the 
“X” that Manson ordered them to 
carve on their foreheads, showing 
they were “X”ed out of society. 
Some live with endless regret. 

Those who escaped taking part 
in the spasm of terror that snuffed 
out at least nine lives would seem 
to be lucky. But their lives have 
been linked forever to one of the 
craziest mass murders in history. 

“Manson made a lot of victims 
besides the ones he killed,” said 
Catherine Share, who once lived 
with the Manson Family under 
the nickname “Gypsy.” “He de- 
stroyed lives. There are people 
sitting in prison who wouldn’t be 
there except for him. He took all 
of our lives.” 

It was 1969, the summer of the 
first moon landing. War was rag- 
ing in Vietnam. Hippies were in 
the streets of San Francisco, the 
last bastion of the waning coun- 
terculture movement. 

But for many, that summer is 
remembered for one thing — the 
most shocking celebrity murders 
to ever hit Los Angeles. 

The most famous, actress Sha- 
ron Tate, 26, the pregnant wife 
of director Roman Polanski, had 
been stabbed multiple times. But 
there were four others that day, 
Aug. 9, and two more the next. 

Abigail Folger, 25, heiress to a 
coffee fortune; Jay Sebring, 35, 
celebrity hair stylist; Voyteck 
Frykowski, 32, a Polish film di- 
rector; and Steven Parent, 18, 
friend of the caretaker, were 
found stabbed or shot. On the

front door, the victims’ blood was 
used to scrawl the words, “Death 
to Pigs.” 

A similar murder scene was 
discovered the next night. 

Wealthy grocer Leno La Bi- 
anca, 44, and his wife, Rosemary, 
38, were found stabbed to death 
in their home across town. The 
words “Helter Skelter” were writ- 
ten in blood on the refrigerator. 

It would be more than three 
months before the name Charles 
Manson was linked to the 
crimes. 

“Tt was a real-life horror story,” 
recalled Stephen Kay, who helped 
prosecute the Manson Family. 
“Manson is the real-life Freddie 
Krueger.” 

Those cult members lucky 
enough not to have killed for 
Manson on Aug. 9-10, 1969, have 
spent decades trying to bury their 
past and free themselves from his 
grasp. 


Some never succeeded. San- 
dra Good and Lynette “Squeaky” 
Fromme committed crimes later 
that they said were for Manson 
and went to federal prison. 

When Good, 65, was paroled 
she moved near the maximum se- 
curity prison that holds Manson, 
reportedly so she could “feel his 
vibes.” 

In 1969, there were perhaps 
30 of them, a ragtag band of run- 
aways and dropouts living on a 
movie ranch in the San Fernando 
Valley, all loyal to a shaggy-haired 
con man who preached a gospel 
of violence. Five of the “Fam- 
ily” members and Manson are 
in prison for the infamous Tate- 
LaBianca murders. Three are in 
prison for others crimes, and two 
have been released. 

Those who are free are still try- 
ing to sort out how they fell under 
his spell and how they came so 
close to one of the worst crimes of 


the 20th century. This is the an- 
niversary of their nightmare. 

They were very young when 
they found Manson — or he found 
them. Some were just 14. Others 
were in their late teens and early 
20s. 

Share muses how she might 
have been a lawyer or journalist 
had she never met Manson. 

“We were just a bunch of kids 
looking for love and attention and 
a different way to live,” recalls 
Share, 66. “He was everything to 
us. He was a con, a manipulator 
of the worst kind. 

“Everyone wants to make [the 
followers who killed for Manson] 
monsters,” said Share. “They 
weren’t monsters. They did a 
monstrous thing and now they’re 
older people and they’re not mon- 
sters anymore. None of those peo- 
ple ever would have been violent 
if it weren’t for Manson.” 


Manson ally 
and would-be 
Ford assassin 
to be paroled

HOUSTON — The Charles 
Manson follower convicted of 
attempting to assassinate Presi- 
dent Gerald 
Ford is set to 
be released 
from a fed- 
eral prison 
in Texas 
later this 
month after 
serving ‘ 
more’ than 
30 years be- 
hind bars. 

Lynette 
“Squeaky” 
Fromme was a 26-year-old disci- 
ple of the cult murderer Manson 
when she aimed a semiautomatic 
.A5- caliber pistol at Ford in Sep- 
tember 1975 in Sacramento, Calif. 
Secret Service agents grabbed 
her and Ford was unhurt. 

Fromme, now 60, is scheduled 
to be released on parole from the 
Federal Medical Center Carswell 
in Fort Worth on Aug. 16, ac- 
cording to the Federal Bureau of 
Prisons and the court-appointed 
attorney who represented her at 
trial. 

Fromme, who got a life term, 
became the first person sen- 
tenced under a special federal 
law covering assaults on U.S. 
presidents, a statute enacted 
after the 1963 assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. 

Ford was walking to the Cali- 
fornia State Capitol from his hotel 
when Fromme pushed through 
the crowd, drew the pistol from a 
holster on her thigh and pointed 
it at the president as he shook 
hands with well-wishers. She 
was restrained by Secret Service 
agents who wrested the gun away 
from her and led the president to 
safety. 

Fromme, one of Charles Man- 
son’s “family” of followers, was 
not implicated in the famous 
murder of actress Sharon Tate 
and eight others in 1969.

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Islamic school 
allowed to expand 


VY, FAIRFAX — The 
Fairfax County 

Board of Supervisors has 

granted a zoning exemp- 

tion that will allow a 

Saudi-funded academy 

to expand its campus. . 

The board empha- 
sized thatthe decision 
was Made on zoning 
issues, not what goes 
on in the classrooms of the 
Islamic Saudi Academy. 

Some neighbors were against 
the expansion because of traffic 
worries. Others opposed the plans 
because of ideological concerns. 

The academy, founded in 1984, 
has some 1,000 students in pre- 
kindergarten through grade 12. 

The school’s religious curricu- 
lum has been revised repeatedly 
to remove passages that extolled 
militant jihad and martyrdom. In 
2007, at least one textbook still said 
that the killing of adulterers and 
apostates was “justified.” 

Critics of the academy say most 
of the offensive material has been 
taken out. But they say the text- 
books clearly remain guided by 
Wahhabism, the fundamentalist 
school of Sunni Islam that is domi- 
nant in Saudi Arabia. 


Tree branch falls, kills 
woman jogging in park 


fe PHILADELPHIA — A 

woman jogging in a Phila- 
delphia park was killed by a falling 
tree branch just days after a simi- 
lar incident in New York’s Central 
Park left a man comatose. 

Chief Inspector Scott Small said 
a 30-foot-long branch fell on the 
woman from 50 feet above, killing 
her instantly. 

The woman was identified as 23- 
year-old Mary Katherine Ladany, 
who lived in the Roxborough sec- 
tion of Philadelphia and taught last 
year at Dobbins Technical High 
School in North Philadelphia. 

The incident occurred days 
after a Manhattan computer engi- 
neer walking to work through Cen- 
tral Park was hit on the head by a 
100-pound rotted tree branch. 


Family claims to visit 
52 zoos in 52 weeks 


COLUMBUS — It has 

been a wild year for 
members of an Ohio family who 
say they’ve accomplished a goal to 
visit 52 zoos in 52 weeks. 

Marla Taviano of Columbus, 
her husband and three daughters 
started Aug. 1, 2008, with the Lou- 
isville Zoo in Kentucky and spent 
weekends and vacations going to 
Zoos across the country, including 
the Dallas Zoo, New York’s Central 
Park Zoo and the San Diego Zoo. 

Taviano said she got the idea 
while trying to think of an adven- 
ture that would feel like traveling 
the world and seeing exotic crea- 
tures, but on a budget. 

The family’s 22,000-mile tour 
ended with a visit to their hometown 
Columbus Zoo and Aquarium. 


Intervenors in power line 
case to be limited 


CHARLESTON — The 

West Virginia Public 
Service Commission has limited 
how many people can call witness- 
es and introduce evidence during 
hearings on a proposed high-volt- 
age power line. 
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Because more than 250 resi- 
dents or companies have been 
given so-called intervenor status 
in the case, the PSC says individual 
intervenors will be allowed to take 
part only through groups based on 
the county where they live. 

Evidentiary hearings on the Po- 
tomac-Appalachian Transmission 
Highline, are scheduled to start 
early next year. The joint venture of 
Allegheny Energy Co. and Ameri- 
can Electric Power Co., would run 
from Putnam County, across parts 
of northern Virginia and end at a 
substation near Kemptown, Md. 


Convict charged with 
robbing same bank 


IN UPPER TOWNSHIP — A 
Pennsylvania man _ who 
served nearly six years in prison 
for robbing a southern New Jersey 
bank has been arrested in a recent 
robbery of the same bank. 

John Millison, 55, of Drexel Hill, 
Pa., was arrested by FBI and state 
and local police on charges in the 
robbery of a PNC Bank branch in 
Upper Township near Ocean City, 
N.J. He also was charged with rob- 
bing a supermarket pharmacy the 
same day as the bank. 

Millison had been released from 
prison in November after serving 
a sentence in the 2003 robbery of 
the bank.

bug found by a dog sniff- 
ing packages at a FedEx facility 
showed it carried a disease capable 
of devastating California’s citrus 
industry, agricultural official said. 
State officials believe the citrus 
industry escaped potential disas- 
ter because the curry leaves car- 
rying the bug were still inside the 
package at the Fresno airport. 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
tests confirmed the live Asian 
citrus psyllid nymph found in the 
leaves last month was infected with 
the huanglongbing virus — the 
first such find west of the Rockies. 
Huanglongbing, or citrus greening 
as itis commonly called, has killed 
tens of thousands of acres of citrus 
across Florida and Brazil and has 
caused billions of dollars in losses. 


School to review alcohol 
breath-testing policy 


Fe BARRINGTON — The 
Barrington School Com- 
mittee is scheduled to refine lan- 
guage in a rule that mandates 
alcohol breath tests for all students 
attending high school dances. 

One committee member, who 
was absent for the vote, said he was 
surprised the committee voted on 
such a controversial issue without 
a full board. 

Chairman Jim Hasenfus told 
The Providence Journal the board 
was to meet to approve language 
that is more specific and said a 
breath testing device can only be 
used at the door at dances, proms 
and semiformals. Right now, stu- 
dents can only be tested if they are 
suspected of being drunk.

Stable mates? 
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School gets $720,000 
to work on hybrids 


RICHMOND — A Vir- 

ginia community college 
is getting federal stimulus funds to 
develop a curriculum for training 
technicians to work on hybrid and 
electric vehicles. 

J. Sargeant Reynolds Commu- 
nity College will receive $720,000 
for the program. It is one of 48 
projects selected by the Depart- 
ment of Energy to receive some of 
$2.4 billion in grants. 

The three-year grant will allow 
the college to develop five courses 
focusing on electric vehicles, plug- 
in hybrids and fuel-cell electric 
vehicles. It also will offer an ad- 
vanced electronics course focus- 
ing on electronic control systems 
for electric drive vehicles. 

Business and Engineering Tech- 
nologies school dean Bob Heinz 
said the courses will be provided 
in a distance learning format so 
the reach of the program will be 
national in scope. 


Man accused of stealing 
restaurants’ cooking oil 


RUE PORTSMOUTH — A 


New Hampshire man 
has been accused of stealing cook- 
ing oil from restaurants in Maine. 

Police said 38-year-old Michael 
Berton of Pelham was arrested in 
Ogunquit, Maine, with a tanker 
containing 8,200 gallons of veg- 
etable oil. Police said that for more 
than a month, someone siphoned 
off leftover cooking oil from res- 
taurants along Route 1 in Maine. 

Two restaurant workers noticed 
Berton allegedly emptying the 
grease tanks one morning. 

Waste collection businesses are 
hurting. One told police it estimat- 
ed losses at more than $1,200. 


Gunman indicted in 
death of monk seal 


fa HONOLULU — A federal 

grand jury has indicted 
a 78-year-old Kauai man in the 
shooting death of an endangered 
Hawalian monk seal in May. 

The indictment was returned 
against Charles Vidinha, who is 
charged with violating the Endan- 
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N.Y. Partial fingerprints that were 
resubmitted to a state lab in 2008 
were also important. Detectives 
hope the break could help them 
solve the killing. 


Legendary N.Y. pizza 
comes at higher price 


NEW YORK — It’s a leg- 
endary slice, at a legend- 
ary price. 

The crowds at Brooklyn’s Di 
Fara Pizza are now paying more 
for their pizza pleasure. Owner 
Domenico DeMarco has raised 
the price of a cheese slice to $5. A 
whole round pie is now $25. 

The 72-year-old makes every 
single pizza that comes out of the 
eatery. People endure long waits to 
get a Slice. 


Postal Service proposes 
ban on cockfighting ads 


LITTLE ROCK — The 

U.S. Postal Service has 
proposed banning cockfighting ad- 
vertising from being sent through 
the mail. 

Legal cockfighting ended in 
the U.S. last year when Louisiana 
outlawed it. But two magazines 
dedicated to the practice — The 
Gamecock and Grit and Steel — 
still are published. 

The Postal Service has pro- 
posed labeling publications with 
ads for fighting birds or accesso- 
ries as “unmailable.” The agency 
said it will take comment on the 
proposal through the first week of 
September. 

The Humane Society of the 
United States has been pushing for 
the change. But it noted that both 
magazines have largely eliminat- 
ed accessories ads that would be 
banned.

Female sportswriters still not heard

think the president should invite Erin 
Andrews to the White House for a 
beer. 

But if President Barack Obama wants to 
include the creepy peeping Tom who vid- 
eotaped the ESPN reporter naked through 
a hole in her hotel room wall, plus all the 
clowns at Fox, CBS and the New York Post 
who televised the video or ran still pictures 
taken from it, he is going to need more than 
a picnic table on the White House lawn. 

If the president is now refereeing com- 
munity racial dust-ups, we ought to be able 
to count on him to step in when the national 
media and the world of sports demonstrate 
— 30 years after the courts granted women 
sports reporters equal status — that they 
haven’t learned a thing. 

Harvard professor Henry Louis Gates 
Jr. was taken from his own home in hand- 
cuffs. Andrews was videotaped while iron- 
ing, naked, in her hotel room. It is not hard 
for me to see who suffered the most harm: 
Gates is hailed as a martyr to the cause of 
racial profiling and gets a trip to the White 
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House for a beer with Obama and the white 
cop who arrested him. Andrews is written 
off as a bimbo who traded on her looks to 
land a job on sports television and is in 
seclusion. 

A woman ran a seminal and nearly suc- 
cessful race for the Democratic nomination 
for president, and the Republican Party 
placed a woman on the national ticket for 
the first time. A woman is sitting in Wal- 
ter Cronkite’s chair. But give a woman a 
notebook or a microphone and ask her to 
report on sports and it becomes a gross-out 
contest for the numskull players and their 
overgrown frat-boy fans. 

Before there was video of a naked Erin 
Andrews on the Internet, there was film 
of a college player pretending to grind up 
against her backside during a game while 
she stood, unaware, on the sidelines, con- 
centrating on the papers in her hand. The 
fans went crazy, of course, and the player 
took a bow. 

Apparently, not much has changed since 
I was a rookie sports reporter in 1979. 

The U.S. District Court in New York or- 
dered the New York Yankees to grant a fe- 
male reporter from Sports Illustrated the 
same locker room access it granted male 
reporters, and Major League Baseball was 
forced to open its locker rooms to female 
reporters. 

The Sun sent me to the Baltimore Ori- 
oles’ locker room to report on the scene, 
and Manager Earl Weaver refused to let me 
enter unless I had a note from my father. 

Later that same season, Weaver asked 
me, in front of my colleagues from the local 
and national media, if I got “horny” when I 
entered the locker room. In the stunned si- 
lence that followed this incredible remark, 
Weaver declared that I was probably a les- 
bian anyway. 

That was 30 years ago, and generations 
of female sportswriters have entered the 
business since, but they are still being 
treated as if they are window-shopping 
while they work. 

Instead of just a moment of humiliation 
in the locker room, female sports reporters 
are turning up on the Internet naked. Don’t 
you love technology? 

There is something about the mix of tele-

vision, women and professional sports that 
is almost toxic, and it appears to numb the 
sensibilities of otherwise civilized men. 

From the Dallas Cowboys cheerleaders 
to Brandi Chastain’s famous shirt-shed- 
ding moment in soccer. From the powerful 
pixies in gymnastics to the Williams sisters 
of tennis. Some men can’t sort out the dif- 
ference between looks and talent, or figure 
out how to respect a woman who has both. 

But a naked video on the Internet? Pic- 
tures on the front page of the newspaper? 
Video clips on “Fox & Friends,” “The 
O’Reilly Factor” and the CBS “Early 
Show”? (Watch your back, Katie Couric; 
your bosses are in the tank on this one.) 

“Tt speaks to the voyeurism that is the 
media landscape today,” said Karl Frisch, 
a senior fellow at Media Matters in Wash- 
ington. “It would be a frightening place to 
be in the minds of people when they choose 
to run this kind of thing.” 

A report of the roasting Earl Weaver 
dealt me ended up in a national sports 
weekly. But at least I’d had my clothes on. 

I spent the next three days holed up in 
my apartment, refusing to answer the door 
or the phone, trying to regain the nerve to 
face the world. My guess is, Erin Andrews 
is going to need more than a beer to get her 
through this.

Speicher: Serving in death 
The Orlando (Fla.) Sentinel 

At last, after what seemed like an eter- 
nity, family, friends and uniformed com- 
rades know for sure that Capt. Michael 
“Scott” Speicher died serving his country. 
The news came after 18 years that saw 
two Iraq wars, two presidents Bush, and a 
series of military flip-flops that classified 
Speicher first as killed in action and later 
as missing or captured. 

The Pentagon announced last Sunday 
that U.S. Marines had discovered Speich- 
er’s remains buried in the desert sand in 
the western province of Anbar. Jawbone 
pieces and dental records already con- 
firmed the identity of the Jacksonville, 
Fla., resident — the first American casual- 
ty of the Persian Gulf War. Now, the Penta- 
gon bears the shame at how long it took to 
find and bring home the last unaccounted 
servicemember in that war. ... 

On Jan. 17, 1991, Speicher left from the 
carrier USS Saratoga in his F/A-18 Hornet 
and was shot down during a bombing run 
over west-central Iraq. ... But the Pentagon 
erred in not ordering an immediate search 
for Speicher, who later evidence suggests 
may have survived the crash. ... 

The Pentagon’s failure to launch a search 
was followed two years later by the embar- 
rassing discovery of Speicher’s plane, in- 
tact, by a military officer from Qatar who 
was hunting in western Iraq. There was 
evidence Speicher may have ejected. 

The find sparked a review of satellite 
photos of the crash site and plans to send 
a covert team to investigate. Instead, acci- 
dent specialists with the Defense Depart- 
ment visited the crash site with the Red 
Cross in December 1995. The team came 
away with no bones or ejection seat, but 
with a flight suit — later identified as likely 
Speicher’s. ... 

Over the years, additional reviews and 
another search turned up nothing concrete 
until an Iraqi citizen last month told mili- 
tary officials the story of two Iraqis who 
recalled a crashed American jet and the 
remains of a pilot buried in the desert. 

Even in death, though, the Sunday school 
teacher known as Scott, Scotty and Spike, 
served his country. Led by Republican Sen. 
Pat Roberts of Kansas, Congress rightly 
passed a law that required U.S. intelligence 
agency analytical teams to work with DOD 
to ensure the Pentagon would continue re- 
lentless searches for Americans missing, 
captured or killed in conflict. 

Good. It’s a shame it took the death of 
Speicher to move the Pentagon in the right 
direction. 


Prisoners still have rights 
The (Louisville, Ky.) 
Courier-Journal 

Dostoyevsky said, “A society should be 
judged not by how it treats its outstanding 
citizens but by how it treats its criminals.” 

If so, we’ve got a lot to answer for. 

Congress conservatively estimates that 
at least 13 percent of inmates in the U.S. 
have been sexually assaulted while in 
prison. A 2004 study of more than 2,700 
U.S. correctional facilities showed prison 
employees to be facing sexual misconduct 
charges in all but one prison. 

At the Otter Creek Correctional Center 
for women in Wheelwright, Ky., 16 allega- 
tions of custodial sexual abuse are cur- 
rently under investigation — evidence that 
prison guards’ abuse of inmates is not a 
matter of a few isolated incidents, but is a 
widely accepted rite. 
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The situation is especially dire in Ken- 
tucky because it is one of only three states 
to treat sex between guards and inmates 
as a misdemeanor, not a felony. When a 
prison guard has sex with an inmate, says 
Melissa Rothstein of Just Detention Inter- 
national, “one person literally has the keys 
to a person’s entire way of living.” Under 
no circumstances can that be considered 
consensual. 

We suspend someone’s freedoms when 
we sentence her to jail, but that must never 
mean subjection to violence. 


Obama education reform gutsy 
The Knoxville (Tenn.) 
News-Sentinel 

Earlier secretaries of Education can only 
envy Arne Duncan, the current holder of 
that post. Under the department’s “Race 
to the Top” competition, Duncan has a $5 
billion discretionary fund to reward school 
districts that implement reforms espoused 
by the Obama administration. Schools dis- 
tricts that do not, lose out. 

President Barack Obama was refresh- 
ingly candid about using the money to ad- 
vance his education agenda. ... Specifically, 
the administration wants more charter 
schools and more students in them; perfor- 
mance pay for teachers; systems that track 
an individual student’s performance under 
specific teachers and a move toward com- 
mon national academic standards. ... 

Race to the Top has worthy goals, and 
the Obama administration deserves some 
credit for pushing them in the face of op- 
position from a loyal Democratic constitu- 
ency, the teachers unions. ... 

The Department of Education will begin 
awarding the money early next year. Let’s 
hope this effort is more successful than the 
long line of ambitious reform efforts that 
have sputtered in the vast labyrinth of our 
nation’s education system. 


Pork coming down the track 
(Mobile, Ala.) Press-Register 

President Barack Obama and top Demo- 
crats on Capitol Hill want to pump up mass 
transit, including Amtrak, with massive 
new federal subsidies. They may even go 
as far as reviving one of Amtrak’s biggest 
losers, the old Sunset Limited Line that 
passed through Atmore, Ala.; Pascagoula, 
Miss.; and Mobile. 

Passenger service on the Sunset Lim- 
ited, a route that runs from Los Angeles to 
Orlando, Fla., was suspended east of New 
Orleans after Hurricane Katrina ravaged 
the Gulf Coast in 2005. Before Katrina hit, 
the Bush administration had been looking 
to get rid of Amtrak’s “underused and inef- 
ficient” routes. The Sunset Limited, unde- 
rused even by Amtrak’s low standards of 
ridership, clearly fit this description. 


Despite its long record of futility, Am- 
trak has a lot of fans in Washington 
— mainly pork lovers from both parties 
and ideological liberals who prefer mass 
transit to auto travel. ... The Press-Register 
editorial board has nothing against train 
travel, but with the federal deficit headed 
toward previously undreamed of heights, 
the board believes that throwing more fed- 
eral money at the Amtrak failure would be, 
well, stupid. 


USPS model unsustainable

The nation faces a question: Is universal 
postal delivery a privilege or a right? 

Business factors will make the answer 
easier. ... 

Not only does it face increased compe- 
tition on parcel delivery by private firms 
— think UPS and FedEx for starters — but 
the U.S. Postal Service also faces competi- 
tion right on your desktop, or in your pock- 
et — think e-mail and instant-messaging 
cell phones. ... 

Like it or not, the postal service is a busi- 
ness, one that has to be able to pay its em- 
ployees and suppliers while continuing to 
perform its service. With huge amounts 
of its service no longer requested, the sys- 
tem must contract. That means postal em- 
ployee cuts, postal center closings and the 
potential for a reduction in the number of 
days of delivery to something less than the 
current six days a week. ... 

The advent of technology and competi- 
tion means there is a new “normal” in the 
daily postal business. Determinations of 
just what that “normal” is now and will be 
in the future will provide the answer to the 
question of universal postal delivery. 


Add incentives to health plan

Whatever the full ingredients of Con- 
gress’ health care initiative, several com- 
ponents look to be assured: A substantial 
portion of the 45 million Americans now 
without insurance will get it, and insurance 
companies will not be able to redline prov- 
en or potentially expensive policyholders. 
The former — the revenue from increased 
numbers of policyholders — is a win for the 
companies, the latter a loss. 

Expect that a minimum level of cover- 
age will be mandated, and that low-income 
families and individuals will receive subsi- 
dies to cover the premiums. ... 

Missing so far, in our estimation, are in- 
centives for the wise decision-making that 
is such a large part of being healthy. Miss- 
ing, too, are incentives for wise shopping 
for health care, when possible. Individuals 
can play a large role in determining their 
health needs, and when they choose well,

Musicians deserve royalties

The recorded music industry, like the 
radio business, is struggling to survive. 
Music sales have plummeted as people 
download music for free online. Looking 
for a lifeline, performers are demanding 
radio royalties. ... When an oldies AM or 
FM radio station plays “Soul Man,” for 
example, the estates of the songwriters 
— Isaac Hayes and David Porter — are 
compensated, but the great Sam & Dave, 
who made the song a hit, get nothing. 

The new law would bring the U.S. in line 
with much of the Western world. 


Appraisal rules hurt all sides 
San Jose (Calif.) Mercury News 

For homeowners already battered by 
the foreclosure crisis, recent changes in 
appraisal rules are just another slap in the 
face. 

The new federal Home Valuation Code of 
Conduct requires appraisers to be hired by 
middlemen rather than local loan agents, 
with the hope of improving accuracy. But 
this is a classic case of the cure being 
worse than the disease. Those middlemen, 
or appraisal management companies, are 
often using inexperienced appraisers who 
lack local knowledge. 

The result? Appraisals that are unfairly 
low. One industry group estimates that 
since the rule took effect in May, the aver- 
age appraisal has come in $13,000 below 
the sale price agreed upon by the buyer 
and seller. When that happens, buyers 
can’t get loans, and deals collapse. 

This hurts both sellers and buyers. In 
addition to making loans harder to obtain, 
it can add hundreds of dollars to the cost 
in the form of higher fees charged by the 
management companies, additional ap- 
praisals and extended loan locks as sales 
take longer to close. ... 

There are signs of life most everywhere 
in the housing market. The appraisal prob- 
lem could curb that trend. ... 

[W]e’re with industry groups that want 
the government agencies involved, includ- 
ing Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac, to simply 
abandon the rule. The real estate recovery 
is too important to ending this recession 
— and in any case, there’s no benefit to a 
rule that increases costs without increas- 
ing accuracy. 
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Suspects once lived in Pakistan, 
but terror charges came in N.C.

aniel Boyd is the son of a U.S. Ma- 

De: decorated with four Purple 

Hearts. He is a devout Muslim who 

wears a beard that brushes his chest and 
robes that brush his ankles. 

Before he was arrested, Boyd spent his 
days hanging drywall and chatting with 
neighbors about hunting and fishing; 
he made pilgrimages to holy sites in the 
Middle East and broke each day for noon 
prayers to God. 

Daniel Boyd showed a pair of faces to the 
world. Now, friends and neighbors are try- 
ing to make sense of another: a suspected 
terrorist who believed so ardently his faith 
was calling him to kill himself and others. 

Boyd is at the center of a federal inves- 
tigation linking him to a plot to commit 
suicide missions in Israel and Pakistan in 
the name of Islam. Six others, including 
two of his sons, have also been caught up 
in the terrorism plot and are being held at 
the Wake County jail. A seventh suspect is 
thought to be in Pakistan. 

Boyd is full of contrasts, calling into 
question how well any of the neighbors he 
charmed, customers he served or young 
men he mentored really knew him. What- 
ever face he wore, though, those around 
him thought he belonged. 

FBI agents swarmed the Boyds’ home 
in northwest Johnston County on July 27, 
jarring neighbors who had befriended the 
Boyds. The neighbors encircled them in 
support. Had someone been murdered, 
they wondered? Had there been anoth- 
er tragic car accident like the one that 
claimed the Boyds’ son Luqman two years 
before? Terrorism never crossed their 
minds, neighbors said. 

“The more I think about it, the more I 
think something is not right about this 
story,” said Susan Bedwell, the Boyds’ 
next-door neighbor, whose children played 
with the Boyds’ youngest son and daugh- 
ter. “The pieces do not fit. That’s not who 
they were.” 


Pakistan part of family’s past 


The Boyds were pulled south in 1995 by 
promises of good work and cheap living. 
They had been living in Massachusetts, 
where they settled near family after an in- 
ternational adventure in Pakistan. 

Their time in Pakistan had been turbu- 
lent. Years of aid work to Afghan refugees 
ended in a bizarre clash with Pakistani 
officials, who suspected Daniel Boyd had 
robbed a bank and wanted to amputate his 
arm and leg as a penalty. The affair gave 
the family brief notoriety and a terrific 
scare. 

Stateside, they found calm and anonym- 
ity again. 

Daniel Boyd supported the family by 
hanging drywall and doing contracting 
work. But by 1995, the family had grown to 
seven and the high cost of living in Massa- 
chusetts was wearing on them. North Car- 
olina’s Research Triangle was booming 
with subdivisions and office parks offering 
plenty of work for a skilled contractor. 

Their life here wasn’t as smooth finan- 
cially as Boyd had hoped. They bounced 
between homes across the Triangle and 
Boyd worked for several different compa- 


nies. He ran afoul of the Internal Revenue 
Service and racked up debt. 


By 1999, Daniel Boyd declared 
bankruptcy. 
He owed more than $50,000. 


Daniel Boyd had been there before. 
Broke, that is. 

His parents split in 1974, when Boyd 
was only 5. The children stayed with their 
mother, Pat Saddler. 

According to a People magazine article 
in 1991, the family suffered desperate 
poverty. Saddler, who lives outside Wash- 
ington, told People they often couldn’t pay 
the electric bill. In those lean months, she 
would cook some sort of soup over a fire- 
place, scrounging leaves from the yard to 
augment the recipe. 

By 1980, Boyd’s mother, a secretary at a 
law firm, had remarried a kind and gentle 
lawyer, William Saddler. Saddler, a Mus- 
lim, had a tremendous effect on Boyd. 

Until then, Boyd had been an all-Ameri- 
can boy, a towheaded football player who 
helped lead his northern Virginia high 
school team to a state championship. 

Boyd latched onto Islam. By age 17, he 
had converted, leaving behind the Episco- 
pal rituals of his early childhood. Sabrina, 
his high school sweetheart, followed his 
lead, converting just before their wedding. 

The conviction became so deep and 
strong the two quit America in 1989. They 
packed up their lives — and their toddler 
and infant — and headed to Peshawar, 
Pakistan, a chaotic city near the border 
with Afghanistan. Though the fighting had 
stopped by the time the Boyds arrived, 3 
million Afghan refugees had flooded Pe- 
shawar. The Boyds thought they could 
help, they said in interviews with national 
media after their arrests. 

Those years now haunt Boyd. Federal 
investigators have said in indictments that 
Boyd trained with terrorists and fought 
the Soviets in Afghanistan. They use his 
past liaisons and training to sound alarms 
about his current threat. 

But Boyd’s adventures in Pakistan and 
Afghanistan are murky, as is much about 
his Islamic beliefs. 

The Boyds’ stay in Pakistan came to 
an abrupt end in 1992 after Boyd and his 
brother, Charles Boyd, ran afoul of Paki- 
stani police. The brothers were accused of

robbing a bank; the Boyds swore they were 
recouping money swindled from Sabrina 
Boyd by a bank officer. Their sentence: 
amputation of an arm and leg. Higher 
courts eventually overturned the sentence, 
sparing the Boyds their limbs. 


Beloved in Willow Springs 


The Boyds seemed whole again in North 
Carolina. By 2004, they had bought a home 
with the help of Daniel Boyd’s ailing father 
in a quiet new subdivision in the crossroads 
community of Willow Springs. 

The whole clan, four boys and a girl, nes- 
tled into their two-story beige home at the 
end of a cul-de-sac, backing up to a lake. 
Daniel’s father, Thornton Boyd, had fallen 
ill with Alzheimer’s; but he, too, found a 
comfortable space at their new home. 

Boyd’s work life had peaked. He had 
landed jobs as a subcontractor hanging 
drywall and metal studs. He scored good 
jobs, working with a major commercial 
outfitter to manage such contracts as up- 
grades on a property leased by the state 
Department of Juvenile Justice, accord- 
ing to his former boss, Larry Schug, su- 
perintendant for Crawford-Dunn General 
Contractors. 

His oldest boys, Dylan and Zakariya, 
worked alongside him, Schug said. 

Daniel Boyd was active with his chil- 
dren, leading his sons on Boy Scout trips. 
Dylan and Zakariya became Eagle Scouts, 
Sabrina Boyd said. 

“My husband was no couch potato,” she 
said of Daniel. “He was with the boys doing 
their thing.” 

The Boyds were, in some fashion, be- 
loved in Willow Springs. The Bedwells 
hung a sign on their fence saying: “We sup- 
port the Boyds.” 

Their Muslim faith, and the outward evi- 
dence of it, didn’t put off their neighbors. 

“They took walks in their full garb, and I 
never saw anyone stare or point or say any- 
thing,” Bedwell said. 

Religion became a point of lively dis- 
cussion between Daniel Boyd and some 
of his neighbors in the largely Christian 
neighborhood. 

Lorie Sienkwicz, a neighbor, met the 
Boyds by chance at Grandfather Mountain 
shortly before they moved into the neigh- 


borhood. They began talking about faith. 
She was a Christian. Daniel Boyd told her 
he had been, too. 

Sienkwicz asked Daniel Boyd if he was 
feeling prejudice in America in the after- 
math of the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 

“He said, ‘Yes, we are. Muslims are very 
peaceful people,” Sienkwicz recalled. 

Boyd invited her to come by and chat 
further about religion. 

She told him: “If I come down there, you 
know I’m going to try and convert you.” 

Sienkwicz said Boyd agreed that was 
only fair. 


A break in their routine 


Boyd is accused of being so vehement 
in his faith he lured young men to adopt a 
cause of violent jihad, forsaking their lives 
in the U.S. for a suicide mission in Israel or 
Pakistan. 

Anyone who knows Boyd in the context 
of his faith agrees he was extreme. In- 
vestigators say Boyd splintered from the 
mosque in Raleigh because of conflicting 
views. Jasmin Smajic, 23, a Bosnian immi- 
grant who befriended Boyd, said he often 
talked of jihad, a violent struggle to resist 
oppression in the name of Islam. 

A cast of young men gravitated to Boyd. 
Many gathered at a Muslim store the Boyds 
ran until last fall in a strip mall. Flanked 
by a laundromat and a barber shop, the 
store stood out. So did Boyd, who showed 
up for work in a full-length robe some 
days, blue jeans other days, said Richard 
Goodwin, owner of the neighboring Forest 
Hills Glam-O-Rama laundromat. 

All the time, federal agents were lis- 
tening and watching. Investigators have 
alerted the courts they intend to rely on 
evidence gathered in surveillance tapes. 

Sabrina Boyd was sure their home was 
bugged. She was so nervous she insisted 
visitors to their home leave their cell 
phones in their cars. 

Meanwhile, the family carried on. Pat- 
rick Boyd went to work and hung drywall. 
Dylan Boyd started a family with his new 
bride. The father and sons took trips, to Is- 
rael, the Palestinian territories, Jordan. 

But what the family says was their rou- 
tine has become pieces of evidence the FBI 
is stacking against them.

Umemployed willing to work almost anywhere

ome of the dirtiest, smelliest, most 
dangerous jobs are suddenly look- 
ing a lot more appealing in this 
economy. 

People who have been out of work for 
months are lining up for jobs at places they 
once considered unthinkable: slaughter- 
houses, sewage plants, prisons. 

“T have to just shut my mouth because 
I can’t do anything about it,” said Nichole 
McRoberts of Sedalia, Mo., who pictured 
more for herself at age 30 than working in 
a poultry plant, cutting diseased or dam- 
aged flesh off chicken carcasses that speed 
by on an assembly line. 

Recessions and tight job markets always 
force some people to take less-desirable or 
lower-paying work than they are used to. 
But this recession has been the most pun- 
ishing job destroyer in at least 60 years, 
slashing a net total of 6.7 million jobs. 

All told, 14.5 million people were out of 
work last month, with a jobless rate of 9.4 
percent. The result is that many people 
have had to seek jobs they would not have 
considered in the past. 

Take Kristen Thompson. Before the 
recession, she worked at an upscale Los 
Angeles-area gym arranging pricey one- 
on-one personal training sessions. Now 
she’s a guard at a women’s prison in rural 
Wyoming. 

After the gym laid her off last year, 
Thompson spent months looking for work. 
Even fast food restaurants failed to re- 
spond to her application. For each opening, 
dozens of other people seemed willing to 
work for less money. When she heard that 
a prison in Lusk, Wyo., (population 1,447) 
was hiring, she leapt at the chance. 

In her new job, she patrols cellblocks 
and monitors the mess hall. Back in L.A., 
she never had to worry about inmates with 
weapons or drug stashes or prisoners get- 
ting into fights. Yet she’s hardly complain- 
ing. It’s a job. 

“People have to pay the bills, so what 
we see is people kind of grasping at straws 
and taking anything that’s available,” said 
Matthew Freedman, assistant professor of 
labor economics at Cornell University. 

The desperation of the long-term jobless 
has rippled through the labor force. More 
skilled and educated workers have filled

clerical or restaurant jobs. So unskilled 
workers such as teenagers or high school 
graduates who once held most of those po- 
sitions have displaced those even lower on 
the economic ladder, such as immigrants, 
Freedman noted. 

The intensified competition has hurt 
all workers — even those who are still 
employed — because it shrinks wages. 
Employers don’t have to pay more to lure 


workers. 

That helps explain why personal income 
fell 0.1 percent in June, excluding the one- 
time benefits of the government’s stimulus 
program. Wages have fallen each month 
since October — a total of 5 percent over 
the past eight months. 

Indeed, many people who have had to 
downshift to unsavory jobs have found 
they’re now earning less, too. 





With two kids to support and just a high 
school diploma, McRoberts has few op- 
tions in the job market. McRoberts spends 
evenings searching the Internet for other 
openings, but they are scarce. 

“Until things start booming again, I 
can’t go anywhere else,” she said. “Other- 
wise I would.” 

Work at poultry plants has often been 
done by recent immigrants, who now face 
more competition for such jobs. 

“Tt’s easy for someone like your middle 
manager to take on a job at a poultry plant, 
because they have the skills to do many 
things. But for the immigrant, that might 
have been the only option,” said Cath- 
erine Singley of the National Council of 
La Raza, an immigrant advocacy group in 
Washington. 

In Stamford, Conn., more than 100 people 
lined up to take a test and interview after 
the city posted a single position at the local 
sewage plant. The job: Drying up waste- 
water sludge and operating chlorine tanks. 
More than 300 people raised their hands 
— about twice the number who would seek 
such jobs before the recession. 

After months of unemployment, that job 
sounded appealing to 26-year-old Gary 
Cappiello of nearby Norwalk. Cappiello 
had worked in the maintenance depart- 
ment of a Target store before being laid off 
in the spring of last year. 

“T’m just applying for anything now — 
even if the job is low-paying or not a com- 
fortable position,” he said. “It’s just getting 
to a desperate point. The bills need to be 
paid.” 

Recently, he found out he didn’t make 
the cut at the sewage plant. 

More fortunate is Ronnie Purtty, 50, who 
said he’s grateful for his new job gathering 
trash in narrow St. Louis alleyways. 

Purtty used to work in the air-condi- 
tioned cab of a truck, hauling steel to local 
factories. He was laid off last fall. 

He spent four months looking for work 
before landing a job in March as a trash 
collector for the city’s “bulk item” crew. 

Wearing thick leather gloves, Purtty 
hauls sodden carpet, moldy mattresses 
and nail-studded lumber into a truck. As 
he sorts through mounds of garbage, he 
watches out for rats, spiders and raccoons. 

He isn’t complaining. It beats his long 
months of unemployment. 

“T was blessed to get in here,” he said. 


How to stand toe-to-toe with your credit card firm

A lot of credit card holders are finding 
out that their interest rates or minimum 
monthly payments are going up or their 
available credit is going down. 

Fortunately, the National Foundation 
for Credit Counseling, the nation’s larg- 
est nonprofit credit-counseling organi- 
zation, has some tips: 
™@ Ask for an explanation. The card 
issuer may be doing it because of ac- 
count inactivity, because you’ve be- 
come too risky or because you’re no 





longer profitable. In any case, you deserve to 
know why the terms of your agreement are 
being altered. 

m= Try to get your previous terms restored. If 
you’ve been in good standing, you should call 
the card company and plead your case. But 
remember, “in good standing” is the operative 
phrase here. 

™ Build your case. Arm yourself with infor- 
mation about how long you’ve been a customer, 
how much you charge each month, how good 
a payment history you have. Have all the an- 
swers to the questions they will ask before you 
make the call. 

m Prove that you're desirable. Get your 


credit report for free from www.annualcre- 
ditreport. com, then review it for accuracy. 

m™ Be prepared to negotiate. Decide what 
you’re willing to accept before you call. If, for 
example, the card company has both raised 
your rate and lowered your limit, decide 
whether getting a lower rate or a higher limit 
is more important. If you carry a balance, the 
lower rate is probably the way to go. 

@ Ask for a supervisor. If the customer repre- 
sentative is not being cooperative, ask to speak 
to a higher-up until you get what you want or 
are convinced that the company won’t budge. 

Ultimately, you might not get what you want, 
but it’s worth trying these tips.

Debt settlement could 


hurt your credit scores 


Dear Liz: I have $175,000 in 
credit card debt. Almost all of this 
debt was due to balance trans- 
fer offers over the years which 
I managed quite well to make 
sure I had no balances with high 
interest rates. Now with credit 
being so tight, one of my issu- 
ers has reduced my credit lim- 
its and I can’t find any balance 
transfer offers to extend 
my low rates. Will the is- 
suers allow me to settle 
this debt for less than I 
owe? I always get offers 
from credit consolida- 
tion companies that tell 
me banks are willing to 
accept 50 percent or less 
of your balance if you 
pay the reduced balance 
amount in full? 

Answer: The recession 
has made credit card is- 
suers more willing to 
accept debt settlement 
offers, but your savings will come 
at your credit scores’ expense. 

Card issuers really don’t like it 
when people don’t pay what they 
owe. When the notation of a debt 
settlement hits your credit re- 
ports, expect your scores to dive. 

Some people have little choice 
but to accept this price. They 
can’t pay their debt and, for what- 
ever reason, can’t wipe it out in 
bankruptcy court. In those cases, 
debt settlement can be the best of 
bad options.

Dear Liz: What percentage of 
after-tax income should be spent 
on housing, transportation, food, 
communication (TV, phone, in- 
ternet), medical, other debt, in- 
surance and other miscellaneous 
essential expenses? 

Answer: There aren’t any hard- 
and-fast rules, since families have 
vastly different circumstances. 

But I do like the rules 
of thumb outlined in 
bankruptcy expert Eliz- 
abeth Warren’s_ book, 
“All Your Worth.” She 
recommends limiting 
“must have” expens- 
es—housing, transpor- 
tation, utilities, food, 
insurance, child care 
and minimum debt pay- 
ments—to 50 percent of 
your after-tax income. 

That leaves 30 percent 
of your pay to be spent 
on “wants,” including 
clothing, vacations and entertain- 
ment, and 20 percent for savings 
and debt repayment. 

There are times when keeping 
your must-haves to 50 percent 
will be tough, such as after a lay- 
off or the birth of a child. 

As a general guideline, though, 
limiting your overhead will help 
you survive financial setbacks. 

Dear Liz: I seem to be in a 
“Catch-22” situation. My mort- 
gage refinancing was about to 
close when the lender backed out 
because I live in a geodesic dome 
home and there are no compara- 
ble sales for domes in my area. 
I’ve tried to find another lender

to gauge the value. I feel that I 
am being discriminated against 
because my house has a rounded 
roof over part of it, instead of a 
flat or peaked roof. My broker 
suggested that I get a reverse 
mortgage since this does not re- 
quire comps. However, I do not 
want to go down that road. Do 
you have any ideas of what I can 
do to refinance, now that I’ve lost 
the low rate I was locked into? 

Answer: In the real estate 
boom, lenders stopped worrying 
so much about little niceties like 
accurate appraisals. With the 
credit crunch, lenders are sud- 
denly obsessed with appraisals, 
which typically require compa- 
rable sales. 

“The problem with this is that 
there is no way to come up with 
a realistic estimate of value for 
properties with unusual con- 
struction type because there are 
rarely comparable sales,” said 
Dick Lepre, a senior loan officer 
at RPM Mortgage. “This includes 
domes, log homes and straw bale 
construction.” 

What you need to find, Lepre 
said, is a local bank that intends 
to hang on to the mortgage, rath- 
er than sell it to investors. These 
lenders tend to be more flexible, 
but there’s no guarantee you’ll 
be able to find one willing to refi- 
nance your loan.

Most clunkers are replaced 
with cars built in the States

The latest friction over the 
“cash for clunkers” program has 
to do with which automakers are 
benefiting from the American 
tax dollars subsidizing new car 
purchases. 

According to data floating 
around Capitol Hill, the top five 
cars being purchased under the 
program are, in order, the Ford 
Focus, the Toyota Corolla, the 
Honda Civic, the Toyota Prius 
and the Toyota Camry. Some 
folks are noting sourly that four 
of the top five models are made 
by Japanese companies. 

The reality is not so simple. 

True, every Focus sold in 
America is made at Ford’s 
Wayne, Mich., assembly plant. 
Of the Honda Civics sold in the 
U.S., 95 percent are built in Indi- 
ana or Ontario, Canada, and all of 
the engines are made in the U.S. 
All of the Corollas sold in the U.S. 
are assembled by Toyota in ei- 
ther California or Ontario, while 
almost all of the Camrys sold in 
the U.S. are assembled at plants 
in Kentucky and Indiana, accord- 
ing to Toyota. Only the Prius is 
built exclusively in Japan. 

As originally proposed, the 
clunkers program would have 
barred rebates for cars produced 
overseas, and would have provid- 
ed less money for cars produced 
in Canada or Mexico. These re- 
strictions were dumped in part 
over concerns about creating 
problems with America’s trade 
partners. 

It wouldn’t have made a huge 
difference, apparently. Besides 
the Prius, the only other cars 
among the top 10 clunker sell-

ers that aren’t made in North 
America are the Hyundai Elan- 
tra, which is made in Korea, and 
the Honda Fit, which is made in 
Japan. 

Overall, General Motors, Ford 
and Chrysler have accounted for 
about 47 percent of the 157,000 
new vehicles sold under the 
clunkers program as of Tuesday 
morning. 

Where American automakers 
really dominate is on the clunker 
side of the equation. Of the top 10 
trade-ins, all are made by U.S. 
companies: the two-wheel- and 
four-wheel-drive Ford Explorer, 
the two-wheel- and four-wheel- 
drive Ford F-150, the two-wheel- 
and four-wheel-drive Jeep Grand 
Cherokee, the Dodge Caravan, 
the Chevy Blazer, the Chevy 
Silverado 1500 and the Ford 
Windstar. 

The junking of all of those old 
pickups, minivans and SUVs in 
favor of new compact cars and 
sedans is giving the clunkers pro- 
gram abit of the green tinge it was 
originally intended to provide. 

According to the latest gov- 
ernment stats, clunker trade-ins 
have an average fuel economy of 
15.8 miles per gallon. The aver- 
age fuel economy for new cars 
purchased under the program is 
25.4 mpg.

NEW YORK — James Patterson’s lat- 
est best seller, “The Angel Experiment,” 
is a little different from his usual hits. The 
novel isn’t new; it came out four years ago. 
Readers aren’t picking it up at bookstores, 
but mostly on the Kindle site at Amazon. 
com. 

And the price is low even for an old re- 
lease: $0. 

“T like the notion of introducing people 
to one book, while promoting the sales of 
another,” says the prolific and mega-sell- 
ing author (and co-author) of numerous 
thrillers.” His Kindle download is the 
first book of Patterson’s “Maximum Ride” 
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young adult series. 

“We’ve given away thousands of free e- 

copies,” Patterson said. “ ‘Maximum Ride’ 

: is big already and we 
think it could be a lot 
bigger. That requires 
getting people to read 
it.” 

Patterson is among 
the biggest brands 
added to the grow- 
ing list of free e-book 
offerings. Over the 
past few months, top 
sellers on the Kindle 
— with downloads in 
the tens of thousands, 
authors and publishers say — have includ-

ed such public domain titles as “Pride and 
Prejudice” and “The Adventures of Sher- 
lock Holmes,” and novels by Jennifer Ste- 
venson and Greg Keyes. 

In recent days, the top three Kindle 
downloads have been free books: Patter- 
son’s, Joseph Finder’s “Paranoia” and 
Keyes’ “The Briar King.” 

“There’s always going to be someone 
who wants free things. What we’re trying 
to do is link free with paid,” Maja Thomas, 
senior vice president of digital media at 
Patterson’s publisher, the Hachette Book 
Group, said. “It’s like priming the pump.” 

“What we like to do is make the first 
book in a series free, usually a series that 
has multiple books,” said Scott Shannon, 
publisher of the Del Rey/Spectra imprint 
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Publishers try to entice with free e-books 


at Random House, Inc., which published 
Keyes’ fantasy novel. 

Shannon said Del Rey has had especially 
good luck with Naomi Novik’s “Temeraire”’ 
fantasy series after offering the first book 
for free. He said sales for the other Tem- 
eraire novels increased by more than 1,000 
percent. “It’s been stunning,” he said. 

Publishers and authors have been ner- 
vous that the standard cost for electronic 
editions of new releases, just under $10, will 
take away sales from the more expensive 
hardcovers and set an unrealistically low 
price for the future. They are concerned, 
but open-minded, about free books, which 
present a chance and a challenge: Readers 
may buy other books, or they may simply 
seek more free titles.

The first Stars and Stripes 
was produced by Union 
soldiers during the Civil 
War. Using the facilities 
of a captured newspaper 
plant in Bloomfield, Mo., 
they ran off a one-page pa- 
per. That was our debut in 
1861. 


Stars and Stripes was re- 
vived during World War I. 
Our first edition appeared 
in Paris on February 8, 
1918. Produced weekly by 
an all-military staff, the 
paper served the doughboys of the American Expeditionary 
Force (AEF), under General of the Armies John J. Pershing. 








The newspaper ceased printing when the war ended, but 24 
years later, on April 18, 1942, Stars and Stripes enjoyed a 
second renaissance. During World War II, a small group of 
servicemen began publishing a four-page weekly Stars and 
Stripes in London. The enterprising group quickly established 
an audience. 


They sold each copy for “tuppence” (two English pence or 
about 5 cents) and in no time doubled their page count to eight 
pages, printing daily instead of weekly. 


The first edition of Stars and Stripes published during World War II 
featured an interview with Gen. George C. Marshall, Army Chief 
of Staff. Marshall quoted Gen. Pershing, World War I Commander 
of the AEF, who said that Stripes had been a major factor in sus- 
taining morale. 


Stars and Stripes also found a special champion and protector 
in Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, Supreme Allied Command-

er. Eisenhower enforced a 
hands-off policy in regard to 
Stars and Stripes that contin- 
ues to the present day.

Nek Revoul Surrender 
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Operations expanded, fol- 
lowing GIs to the battlefront 
to bring them the news. Dur- 
ing the war, Stars and Stripes 
published as many as 32 
separate editions, with page 
counts running as high as 24 
pages per issue. 


At one time, Stars and Stripes 
had as many as 25 printing 
locations in Europe, North Africa, the Middle East and the 
Pacific. 


The Pacific edition was launched a week after VE day (Vic- 
tory in Europe, May 8, 1945). 


In the years that followed World War II, Stripes reporters 
and photographers continued to join American troops in the 
field. Throughout the Korean and Vietnam conflicts, Stars and 
Stripes published the news. The paper was there in the 1990s 
during Operations Desert Shield, Desert Storm, and Provide 
Comfort and in Bosnia and Kosovo. 


From the outset of Operation Enduring Freedom, in 2003, 
Stars and Stripes was there to report first-hand. The war in 
Afghanistan continues to receive steady coverage. And during 
Operation Iraqi Freedom, Stripes reporters have embedded 
with military units in Kuwait and Iraq, as well as on Navy 
ships in the region.

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Cowboys hoping less Spears means more big plays 


Dallas defensive end picks up speed after reporting for camp below target weight

SAN ANTONIO — At his 
peak, Marcus Spears weighed 
335 pounds and squeezed into 
XXXXXL_ shirts. He never 
turned down his uncle’s fried cat- 
fish or any other fried foods. He 
also liked bedtime snacks. 

Why not? Bigger was better, he 
figured, for his line of work as a 
defensive end in the Dallas Cow- 
boys’ 3-4 scheme. 

“T felt I had to be, not to get 
rolled, braided and killed out 
there on the football field,” Spears 
said. 

Coach Wade Phillips thought 
otherwise. This offseason, he 
told Spears to show up at train- 
ing camp weighing 309 pounds. 
He came in at 307 and everyone 
is seeing a big difference. 

Spears discovered he was so 
nimble that he actually needed a 
few days to get used to it. 

“T had to catch up with my 
speed,” he said. “I was falling a 
lot.” 

Now that he’s regained his bal- 
ance, Spears is getting the feed- 
back he wants. Phillips named 
Spears among the standouts so 
far, and teammates have noticed, 
too, especially right tackle Marc

Colombo, who has been lining up 
against Spears for several years. 

“Colombo told me the other day

Clemens in scrimmage 


Jets rookie overcomes jitters in scrimmage

CORTLAND, N.Y. — Mark 
Sanchez felt jittery, barely able to 
take more than a bite of a peanut 
butter and jelly sandwich. 

The New York Jets rookie quar- 
terback was preparing for the 
team’s full-contact scrimmage 
Thursday night and couldn’t wait 
to get on the field. 

“It was like game day,” San- 
chez said. “It was game mode. I 
put in the iPod and just laid down 
for a little bit, relaxed my mind 
and came out here and did a little 
work.” 

Sanchez outplayed Kellen Cle- 
mens in the team’s green-white 
scrimmage in front of 6,100 at 
SUNY Cortland, perhaps giv- 
ing himself the slight edge in the 
team’s closely contested quarter- 
back competition. 

“T wanted to see poise,” coach 
Rex Ryan said. “I also wanted to 
see the accuracy that he showed. 
He really did show up.” 

Sanchez, the fifth overall draft 
pick from Southern Califor- 
nia, was 9-for-15, including four 
dropped passes, for 70 yards 
while running the first- and sec- 
ond-team offenses against the 
first two defensive units. 

“T felt great about throwing 
the football,” said Sanchez, who 


looked good running the no-hud- 
dle offense at times. “It was spin- 
ning well and coming out of my 
hand great. Good protection; they 
were awesome.” 

Sanchez’s numbers would’ve 
been even more impressive if 
not for the drops, three of which 
came on third-down plays. Two of 
the drops were by undrafted free 
agent Britt Davis. 

“That’s where you’ve got to 
focus more than anything,” Ryan 
said. “Just catch the football first 
and we’ll worry about running 
after it second. Just junior high 
stuff. That was disappointing.” 

Clemens, a fourth-year veteran 
who entered the competition No. 
1 on the depth chart, was 5-for- 
7 for 26 yards. The offense went 
three-and-out on three drives 
with Clemens under center. 

“The focus for me is more on 
myself than on what he’s doing,” 
Clemens said. “Obviously, I sup- 
port him, but I’m not always 
counting and keeping score in 
that respect.” 

Although Sanchez might have 
scored a victory in the scrim- 
mage, Ryan and the Jets will get 
a better feel for who’s on top when 
they play their exhibition opener 
at home against St. Louis next 
Friday. Ryan would like to deter- 
mine the starter by the third ex- 
hibition game against the Giants. 


ist, and learned to follow simple 
rules like drinking lots of water, 
dropping the late-night binges 
and, toughest of all, avoiding his 
uncle’s kitchen. 

“I grew up on it. I love it,” 
Spears said. “When I got to Baton 
Rouge, I told him to stay away 
from me.” 

Spears is in the fifth and final 
year of his rookie contract, so 
he’s headed toward free agency. 


He would like to remain with the 
Cowboys, but they’re taking a 
wait-and-see approach before of- 
fering an extension. 

Dallas drafted Spears in the 
first round in 2005, the second of 
two first-rounders. The other was 
DeMarcus Ware, who has blos- 
somed into one of the NF'L’s most- 
feared players. Spears has been 
solid, at best. 

Two knee operations have 
slowed him a bit, with that extra 
weight possibly to blame. But he’s 
never missed a game and he’s 
coming off a season that included 
a career-high 65 tackles, one sack 
and a lot of near-misses. 

Phillips is counting on less bulk 
leading to more disruptive plays. 
It’s already led to a change in how 
Spears is being coached. He’s 
being used in ways that weren’t 
effective for someone bigger and 
slower. 

“Certain techniques, he’ll get 
up the field a little bit quicker 
than before,” Phillips said. 

Spears was drafted by Bill 
Parcells when the Cowboys 
were switching to the 3-4. Par- 
cells didn’t tell Spears to eat up, 
but he didn’t discourage him, ei- 
ther. Spears also tends to pick up 
weight as a Season goes along. 

That might not happen this 


season. The chef and nutritionist 
are staying on his payroll, and the 
team’s strength and conditioning 
coach has set up a new plan for 
Spears’ in-season training. If it 
all goes as hoped, maybe he can 
persuade the Cowboys to come up 
with a new contract. 

“Tm not putting any added 
pressure on myself,’ Spears said. 
“T just have to go out and play and 
perform. I think when you get to 
thinking about money and contract 
situations, things like that, it takes 
away from what you really have to 
do. Hopefully my play already has 
and will take care of that.” 

With catfish on hold, his new 
favorite meal is grilled shrimp 
salad, although he’s been warned 
to cut down on the toppings. And 
while Spears is fashion conscious, 
he hasn’t rewarded himself with 
a new wardrobe. He had some 
clothes “stowed away, just in case 
I lost some weight” and he insists 
they are still in style. 

“My wife said, ‘I know you 
think you got a little sexy, but 
you don’t need to go out and buy 
10 new suits for this season,’” 
he said. “T’ll just Keep the ones I 
have and, if I need to, I'll get them 
tailored down.”

‘Tweet 
in Seattle

RENTON, Wash. — Tweeters, 
beware! 


“TheRealTJ84” on twitter.com 
is not the real T.J. Houshmandza- 
deh, No. 84 and star wide receiver 
for the Seattle Seahawks. 

Screen names “tjhoush” and 
“houshmandzadeh’’? Those aren’t 
him, either. They’re bogus moni- 
kers created by impostors on the 
popular social networking site. 

“T know it’s not me,” Housh- 
mandzadeh said after practice 
Thursday evening. 

Problem is, many don’t know 
who really is behind the keyboard 
on Twitter. 

Houshmandzadeh’s_ tale of 
trick-or-tweet is a cautionary 
one for fans and the NFL, as the 
league encourages its players and 
teams to use Twitter to connect 
with the public. 

Stars Matt Hasselbeck, Wal- 
ter Jones and Nate Burleson are 
among the handful of Seahawks 
who have real Twitter accounts. 

Aaron Curry, Seattle’s un- 
signed rookie fourth overall pick, 
has one, too. But he hadn’t tweet- 
ed in six days as of Thursday 
night, since a message was posted 
on his page that he was “having a 
great time” with his fiancée and 
dogs and “loving life” on the day 
his teammates began training 
camp under a hot sun. 

The NFL estimates about 300 
of its players are on Twitter — at 
least the league thinks so. As 
tweeter T.J. Duckett says, how 
can it know for sure? 

“It’s kind of impossible,” the 
Seahawks running back said of 
trying to thwart online impos- 
tors. “There’s no way to know. 
You can sign up and create a user 
name with my name, and how do 
I know?” 

Maybe that’s one reason some 
teams, including the Miami Dol- 
phins, have urged their players 
not to tweet. Other teams are 
more lenient about the use of 
social media, including the Se- 
ahawks, owned by Microsoft co- 
founder Paul Allen. 

Hasselbeck fancies himself as 
a tweeting pioneer, having had 
his own page for two years “be- 
fore anyone else was on there.” 

“Yeah, it’s me,” he says of 
MatthewHass008. 

The witty quarterback constant- 
ly updates his page. Last month, 
he posted from a trip over the 
border to Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, to work his balky back out 
with the trainer for two-time NBA 
MVP Steve Nash. Hasselbeck 
tweeted that he would reward the 
first person he saw wearing Se- 
ahawks gear on the streets of that 
hockey-mad city with his cleats 
and a football. Two hours later, he 
“found a guy on Joe Sakic Way w 
a Seahawks backpack!” 

Wednesday, Hasselbeck tweet- 
ed: “Raced back to facility for 
2:45pm practice-- only problem is 
practice is at 6:15pm.” 

Turns out, the only reason Has- 
selbeck has his own twitter page 
is because someone was pretend- 
ing to be him.

“It just seemed kind of shady,” 
he said. 

So the three-time Pro Bowler 
took tweets into his own hands. 

“IT got the guy who runs my 
Web site and he helped me get rid 
of everybody — get rid of the fake 
people who were saying there 
were me — and then there was 
one real ‘me,’” Hasselbeck said. 

Initially, the security-con- 
scious Hasselbeck kept his page 
closed to everyone but his closest 
friends. Eventually, he expanded 
it and had 9,984 followers as of 
Friday morning, almost double 
the number of followers for any 
other Seahawk on Twitter. 

Hasselbeck said the site now 
has people who validate athletes’ 
pages. There is also a site list- 
ing all supposedly legitimate ac- 
counts, twitter-athletes.com. 

Duckett’s had Twitter impos- 
tors, too, causing awkward mo- 
ments this week with fans. 

“Yes, ’m ‘DuckDeez,’” he said, 
chuckling. “The sad part is peo- 
ple actually take [the fake page] 
as you, and you don’t even know. 
I’ve had people who have their 
own page who are getting bogus 
comments back from ‘me.’ Then I 
meet them out here and they are 
like, ‘Why didn’t you respond to 
me?’ 9 

He likes Twitter and MySpace 
for the same reason most do, to 
keep up with friends. But how 
does Duckett guard against being 
impersonated online? 

“Hopefully, your real name 
will spread what your real name 
is,” he said. 

Hasselbeck is the one who 
encouraged Darryl Tapp to get 
his own Twitter page. Now the 
fourth-year defensive end is de- 
voted — or worse. 

“It’s a little bit addicting,” he 
said of his posting twice each day. 

The jovial Tapp doesn’t worry 
about impostors. And he can’t be- 
lieve some teams are discouraging 
players from tweeting, as if guys 
would post sensitive information 
like injury updates or strategy. 

“Really? C’mon!” he said. “I 
can’t see players really doing 
that. I can be wrong. But football 
is the main thing we all do, Twit- 
ter is for fun.” 

Houshmandzadeh isnt a 
part of that fun. It’s not as if he 
doesn’t like the concept of Twit- 
ter — after all, he’s the one who 
got Chad Ochocinco, his outgoing 
former teammate in Cincinnati, 
into tweeting. 

“T just don’t feel like doing it,” 
Houshmandzadeh said. 

As for being impersonated on- 
line, he just shrugs, knowing he 
can’t control cyberspace. 

“T have no problem with that,” 
he said.

Hadnot, who played four sea- 
sons in Miami before signing as 
a free agent with Cleveland last 
year, was competing with veteran 
Eric Steinbach for the starting 
left guard job. 


Suspended Stallworth: 
‘l am truly sorry’ 


CLEVELAND — Suspended 
Browns wide receiver Donte 
Stallworth feels he has done “ir- 
reparable harm” to the family of 
the man he killed while driving 
drunk and said he is ready to ac- 
cept whatever ruling NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell makes 
on his future. 

Stallworth, suspended indefi- 
nitely by the league for killing 
Mario Reyes while driving drunk 
in Miami, met with Goodell in 
New York on Wednesday about a 
possible reinstatement. 

Stallworth was recently re- 
leased from jail after serving 24 
days for the DUI conviction. 

In a public statement released 
Thursday, Stallworth apologized 
for his actions and vowed to con- 
duct himself “in a manner that 
more accurately reflects who I 
am and meets the high standard 
expected of all NFL players.” 

“T recognize that there is a dif- 
ference between the legal stan- 
dard in my criminal case and the 
standard to which NFL players 
are held,” Stallworth said. “It is 
clear that I exercised poor judg- 


ment and caused irreparable 
harm to Mario Reyes, his family, 
the NFL, its owners, coaches, em- 
ployees and to my fellow players.” 

Stallworth thanked Goodell for 
the opportunity to express his 
remorse and said he will accept 
whatever punishment Goodell 
hands down. 

“Whatever he ultimately de- 
cides is the appropriate disci- 
pline, I will accept knowing that I 
have profoundly affected the NFL 
and its relationship with the fans 
of our game,” Stallworth said. “I 
jeopardized the honor and privi- 
lege that I have been given to be 
an NFL player and to play for our 
fans. I am truly sorry.”

Smith was the centerpiece of 
an aggressive and speedy Bills 
defense, and part of a star-laden 
team that also featured future 
Hall of Famers Jim Kelly and 
Thurman Thomas. Together, they 
ushered in the franchise’s golden 
era in the early 1990s, when the 
Bills made an unmatched four 
consecutive Super Bowl appear- 
ances, though they lost all four. 

Once he got his weight under 
control, Smith was nearly unstop- 
pable, even when opponents de- 
vised plans to contain him. With 
an athletic build at his height, he 
had a rare combination of quick- 
ness, agility, power and instinct. 

Levy recalled watching game 
film with former general manag- 
er Bill Polian, now with Indianap- 
olis. “Bruce would do something 
that would just be amazing, but it 
would look so right,” Levy said. 
“Bill used to say to me, ‘Why 
doesn’t everybody do it that 
way?’ He made it look easy, but it 
wasn’t.” 

Former Bills linebacker Darryl 
Talley got an even closer perspec- 
tive, particularly remembering 
the time Smith picked up former 
Indianapolis Colts tackle Chris 
Hinton and slammed him to the 
ground. 

“T had a catbird’s seat and saw 
an individual do things a lot of 
people couldn’t imagine,” Talley 
said. 

“Let’s put it this way, when you 
see a guy grab an All-Pro tackle 
that’s 320 pounds and launch him 
5 yards, what would you think?” 

Talley did more than watch. 
Aside from motivating Smith to 
get in shape, Talley helped his 
teammate learn how to study film 
and how to attack weaknesses in 
opponents. 

The two developed such a 
chemistry that they would play 
off each other on the field. 

Smith hasn’t forgotten Talley’s 
influence, calling him “the great- 
est teammate a person could ever 
have. I love him to death.” 

Smith now heads a real estate 
development company, Bruce

Smith Enterprises, based in his 
hometown of Virginia Beach, Va. 
The one shadow on his induc- 
tion is his recent conviction for 
drunken driving and speeding, a 
decision he is appealing. 

Smith’s best statistical season 
came in 1990, when he was cred- 
ited with 101 tackles, 19 sacks and 
four forced fumbles. That’s when 
he earned his first NFL defensive 
player of the year honor. 

Smith won the award again in 
1996, when he had 120 tackles, 
13/2 sacks and four forced fum- 
bles. What’s most impressive is 
that Smith registered many of his 
171 sacks in Buffalo while play- 
ing in a 3-4 defense, which should 
have made it easier for opponents 
to stop him. It’s a feat Smith is 
quick to point out. 

“When you’re able to accom- 
plish that in a 3-4 defense, you 
have to sit back, shake your head 
and say, ‘That’s pretty darn im- 
pressive,” Smith said. “It’s in- 
credible, to be quite honest with 
you.” 

Smith has always been known 
for having a healthy ego, never 
afraid to draw attention to his 
accomplishments. 

“He’s the best and he’II tell you 
he’s the best and mean it,” Talley 
said. 

But Talley noted that Smith 
backed up his words on the field, 
and that’s why he is entering the 
Hall of Fame in his first year of 
eligibility. 

“It’s almost like watching your 
brother go up there and receiving 
a huge reward,” Talley said. “And 
there is no greater award than 
what he’s getting.” 

And to think that the Bills once 
debated over whether to select 
Smith with the No. 1 pick. 

The other candidate was Texas 
A&M defensive end Ray Chil- 
dress, who was drafted No. 3 by 
Houston and enjoyed a solid — but 
not a Hall of Fame — career. 

Bills owner Ralph Wilson, who 
will be inducted into the Hall 
alongside Smith, ended that de- 
bate shortly after watching Smith 
play for Virginia Tech in a tele- 
vised game in the fall of 1984. 

All it took was for Wilson to see 
Smith run across the width of the 
field to register a sack. 

“I said, ‘Gee, this guy’s a 
real good player,” Wilson said. 
“Someone said, ‘But there’s a 
guy named Childress who’s bet- 
ter. I said, ‘Take Bruce.’ I didn’t 
know anything about Childress. 
But I knew this guy was a good 
player.”

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The man behind the Bills 


Ralph Wilson, founding member of the AFL, never gave up on Buitfalo

GROSSE POINTE SHORES, 
Mich. — Ralph Wilson settles into 
a chair at his long dining room 
table, ready to dig into a salad. 
The main course soon follows: the 
American Football League. 

“Speaking of the ‘Foolish 
Club,” he begins, a smile form- 
ing as he recalls what the eight 
AFL owners were dubbed about 
50 years ago. “You’d go to cock- 
tail parties back in those days 
and they’d look at me like, ‘What 
kind of a dope are you, going into 
anew league?” 

Little did the founder and sole 
owner of the Buffalo Bills envi- 
sion that he’d get the last laugh. 
Wilson, 91, will join the game’s 
most prestigious club Saturday 
when he’s inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. “What a 
damn fool I was,” said Wilson, 
breaking into a laugh at his home 
overlooking Lake St. Clair. “But I 
didn’t care. I just wanted to own 
a team.” 

Wilson held a small stake in the 
Detroit Lions. So he sold his share 
and put up the $25,000 franchise 
fee to join the AFL. In return, he 
earned a lifetime of memories in 
running a franchise that had its 
classic ups and downs. The Bills 
are the only team to make four 
consecutive Super Bowl appear- 
ances — and also the only team to 
lose them all. The Bills have field- 
ed such star players as O.J. Simp- 
son, Jim Kelly and Bruce Smith, 
who will also be inducted into the 
Hall this weekend. And they’re a 
franchise that has come to sym- 
bolize the rust-belt, blue-collar 
region’s underdog mentality. 

Just as important, and the main 
reason he’s the 19th contributor 
to be elected to the Hall of Fame, 
Wilson found himself in a posi- 
tion to play a significant role in 
helping transform the NFL into 
America’s most popular sport. 

It was talks between Wilson and 
late Baltimore Colts owner Car- 
roll Rosenbloom that led to the 
framework of an agreement that 
included revenue sharing, a deal 
that resembled the one struck in 
the AFL-NFL merger in 1966. 

It was Wilson, an active mem-

ber of numerous influential NFL 
committees, who helped fashion 
the rules of the modern game and 
played a key role in averting a 
players’ strike in 1977. 

He also earned the title of 
“Conscience of the NFL” for con- 
sistently voting against franchise 
relocation because of its potential 
to alienate fans. 

“His steadfast loyalty to Buf- 
falo is undeniable. He’s worn 
the colors of Buffalo with pride 
and poise and class. He’s the star 
among stars,’ Raiders owner 
Al Davis said. “When he got up, 
you knew he was speaking from 
a small market, he was speaking 
for the good of the league.” 

And that included the time 
Wilson opposed Davis moving 
the Raiders from Oakland to Los 
Angeles. 

“He was against me, but I knew 
he really meant it. He was sincere 
about it,” Davis said. “He wasn’t 
doing it because of some plan of 
the owners, who ganged up be- 
cause they didn’t want me to get 
Los Angeles. I’ve always accept- 
ed what he did was sincere, from 
the heart.” 

In one respect, the Raiders 
might not have been around with- 
out Wilson, who lent the franchise 
$400,000 to keep it afloat in the 
early 1960s. Wilson regarded the 
loan as crucial to preserve the 
AFL’s credibility because losing 


a team would have fed many of 
the skeptics who didn’t expect the 
league to survive beyond a few 
years. 

Wilson had all but given up on 
the Hall of Fame, believing much 
of what he had done was forgotten 
or considered secondary because 
the Bills are a small-market fran- 
chise with an inconsistent history. 
The honor comes at a time when 
the Bills have missed the playoffs 
for nine consecutive years, a big 
departure for a team that was 
the model of success during the 
1990s and won two AFL titles in 
the mid-1960s. 

Bills Hall of Fame offensive 
lineman Joe DeLamielleure de- 
scribed Wilson’s induction as 
long overdue. A strong supporter 
of players’ rights, DeLamielleure 
noted Wilson’s role in revenue 
sharing and having all teams put 
names on the backs of jerseys to 
help fans better identify players. 

Hall of Fame coach Marv Levy 
lauded Wilson for being a fair 
boss and man of his word, and for 
sticking with Buffalo. 

“He bought into the league pri- 
marily for his love of the game, 
not because he viewed it as, ‘Oh, 
boy, this is going to be a finan- 
cial windfall,” Levy said. “If it 
was about finances, he could’ve 
moved the team a couple of times 
for amounts greater than he’d 
be able to realize in the current 
situation.” 

Though the Bills aren’t moving 
during Wilson’s lifetime, ques- 
tions remain about the future of 
the franchise following his death. 
Wilson has said his family isn’t 
interested in running the team 
and the Bills will be sold by his 
estate. What’s also clear is the an- 
swer Wilson provides when asked 
of his proudest accomplishment. 

“Having a team, being faithful, 
loyal to the fans and Keeping the 
team there,” Wilson said. 

He recalled a conversation with 
former Dallas Cowboys president 
Tex Schramm. “Twenty-five 
years ago, Tex Schramm said, 
‘Why don’t you move out of that 
Buffalo and I’1l come up and help 
you pack.’” 

For Wilson, and all that he has 
stood for, it would’ve been foolish 
to take up the offer.

Ethics Commission ends 
Hawaii football review 


HONOLULU — A review of expenses 
rung up by the University of Hawaii when 
the Warriors traveled to New Orleans to 
play in the 2008 Sugar Bowl has ended 
with officials saying there is insufficient 
evidence the school violated the state’s eth- 
ics code. 

Daniel Mollway, executive director of 
the state Ethics Commission, had said 
the panel wanted to determine if people 
with no official function traveled at the 
state’s expense to watch the Warriors play 
Georgia. 

“The commission concluded that the 
Sugar Bowl presented unique circum- 
stances for the University of Hawaii, and 
that organizing the trip to New Orleans for 
a large contingency from Hawaii under 
extreme time constraints was a significant 
undertaking for the university,” the com- 
mission said in a letter to Chancellor Vir- 
ginia S. Hinshaw. 

The cost of sending 550 people has been 
estimated as high as $2 million. The uni- 
versity initially refused to identify 75 of 
them. 


LeBron says he wants 
to keep his options open 


AKRON, Ohio — LeBron James is un- 
likely to accept a contract extension from 
the Cleveland Cavaliers until after the 
2009-10 season, when he can become a 
free agent. 

During an event to unveil his latest sig- 
nature sneaker, James, who has given no 
indication he plans to leave the Cavs, made 
his strongest comments about his future. 
The NBA’s reigning MVP said he signed a 
three-year contract in 2006 with an option 
so he would have more flexibility once it 
expires. 

“T signed a contract in 2006 with an op- 
tion,” he said. “It would make no sense for 
me to sign that contract if I didn’t keep my 
options open. I’1l let you fill in the blanks.” 

The Cavaliers offered James, 24, a con- 
tract extension last month. James said 
his agent, Leon Rose, and Cavs general 
manager Danny Ferry have had “a great 
conversation.” 


Magic’s Lewis suspended 
10 games for failed drug test 


NEW YORK — Orlando Magic forward 
Rashard Lewis tested positive for an ele- 
vated testosterone level and was suspend- 
ed Thursday for 10 games. 

Lewis said in a statement that he took 
an over-the-counter supplement late last 
season that included a substance he did not 
realize was banned by the NBA.

Lowe’s cited changing marketing strate- 
gies Thursday as the reason it won’t return 
in 2010. The home improvement chain 
signed as sponsor of then-Charlotte Motor 
Speedway in 1999 in the first major nam- 
ing rights deal of a NASCAR track. 

The Sports Business Journal reported 
last week that Lowe’s would not come back 
in 2010, but Speedway Motorsports Inc. 
president Marcus Smith insisted as late as 
Wednesday that the talks were continuing 
on a new deal. 

Lowe’s will continue its primary spon- 
sorship of three-time defending NASCAR 
champion Jimmie Johnson. 


Mosley settles lawsuit 
with German publisher 


BERLIN — FIA president Max Mos- 
ley settled a lawsuit with the publisher of 
Germany’s largest newspaper over reports 
that he played sex games involving a Nazi 
theme with prostitutes. 

Axel Springer AG agreed to pay $290,000 
to two charities and publish an interview 
with Mosley in its top-selling Bild news- 
paper, spokesman Tobias Froehlich said 
Friday. In return, Mosley agreed to drop 
the suit. 

In the suit filed last year, Mosley had 
demanded $1.4 million from Bild and 
other Springer publications and $700,000 
in damages from its online edition for the 
text, photo and video reports on Mosley’s 
session with the prostitutes in London in 
March 2008. 

Mosley has admitted the encounter with 
sex workers, but says it was private and 
there were no Nazi overtones. 

He is stepping down as president of mo- 
torsports world governing body in October. 
Mosley is the son of the late Oswald Mos- 
ley, Britain’s best-known fascist politician 
in the 1930s, who had Adolf Hitler as a 
guest at his wedding. 


NCAA bans championships 
in betting states 


The NCAA approved a policy Thursday 
that would prevent states, such as Dela- 
ware, from hosting championship events if 
they allow betting on games. 

Chancellors and presidents from all 
three NCAA divisions approved the mea- 
sure, Saying it applies to “any session of an 
NCAA championship,” though it does not 
apply to states that allow parlay betting, 


lottery tickets, pull tabs and sports pools. 

The move came one day after a federal 
judge denied a request by professional 
sports leagues and the NCAA to halt Dela- 
ware’s planned sports betting lottery until 
a legal challenge is resolved. 

Congress banned sports betting in 1992 
while grandfathering four states — Dela- 
ware, Nevada, Montana and Oregon — 
that already offered it. The lawsuit filed 
by the four major pro sports leagues and 
the NCAA argues that Delaware’s plan to 
allow single-game betting would violate 
the legislation because Delaware has never 
offered single-game betting before. 


Belfour to work with Blues goalies 


ST. LOUIS — The St. Louis Blues signed 
former goalie Ed Belfour as a consultant, 
bringing in an experienced veteran who 
used to give the team fits when he played 
for the Chicago Blackhawks. 

Belfour is a two-time Vezina Trophy win- 
ner. Blues president John Davidson said 
Thursday that Belfour will work with young 
goalies, including those at the minor-league 
affiliate in Peoria, III. 

Belfour was 484-320-125 with 76 shut- 
outs in an 18-year career with Chicago, 
San Jose, Dallas, Toronto and Florida. 


UFL announces schedule 
for inaugural season 


RUTHERFORD, N.J. — The United 
Football League will play its first game 
Oct. 8 in Las Vegas. 

The UFL announced the schedule for 
its inaugural season Thursday. The four 
teams will play six games each through 
Nov. 20.

Francisco Liriano’s starting 
spot has been in question after 
another poor performance on 
Wednesday that led to his 11th 
loss, tied for the most in the 
league. Pavano, given Torii Hunt- 
er’s old number 48, was expected 
to join the team in Detroit. With 
an off day on Monday, the rotation 
for next week was not yet set. 

After an All-Star, 18-victory 
season for Florida in 2004, the 
right-hander signed a four-year 
contract worth almost $40 mil- 
lion with the Yankees. 

He won nine games during the 
entire length of that deal, making 
only 26 starts. 

Pavano was 9-8 with a 5.37 
ERA in 21 starts for the Indians, 
giving up 150 hits and 23 walks 
with 88 strikeouts in 125-plus in- 
nings. In his most recent outing 
for Cleveland last Sunday, he gave 
up just one run in eight innings to 
beat Detroit.

The Boston slugger and incom- 
ing players’ union head Michael 
Weiner planned a news confer- 
ence Saturday at Yankee Stadium 
before the Red Sox play New 
York. 

Ortiz said last week that the 
union confirmed his name was on 
the list of 104 major leaguers who 
tested positive for performance- 
enhancing drugs in 2003. He’s 
added no details since then. 

“T’m going to let you guys know 
what I’ve got. Period,” Ortiz said 
after the Yankees beat the Red 
Sox 13-6 on Thursday night. 

Asked if the drug test distrac- 
tion was getting into his head, he 
said: “Sometimes.” 

Red Sox owner John Henry 
said the team won’t comment on 
the drug test until Ortiz has dis- 
cussed it. 

“T’m going to let David speak 
first,’ Henry said Thursday dur- 
ing an event in Boston. “As soon 
as he speaks, then we’ll have 
something to say.” 

The list of players who tested 
positive in 2003 is now under 
court seal. The players’ union 
does not plan a court challenge 
to get Ortiz’s results unsealed, a 


person familiar with the situa- 
tion told The Associated Press. 
The person spoke on condition of 
anonymity because it’s a pending 
legal matter. 

Weiner is the union’s general 
counsel and No. 3 official. Union 
head Donald Fehr is planning to 
step down, and has recommend- 
ed that Weiner take over. 


Struggling Jason Giambi 
released by A’s 


OAKLAND, Calif. — Jason 
Giambi was released by the Oak- 
land Athletics on Friday, cutting 
short the struggling slugger’s 
second stint with his first major 
league club. 

The first baseman and desig- 
nated hitter had returned to Oak- 
land this season after seven years 
with the New York Yankees. 

Giambi, 38, the 2000 AL MVP 
for the A’s, has been on the dis- 
abled list since July 20 with a 
strained right quadriceps mus- 
cle. His legs have been bothering 
him for months, limiting his time 
in the field. The injuries, how- 
ever, weren’t considered career 
threatening. 

A five-time AL All-Star, Giam- 
bi was batting just .193 — lowest 
in the majors when he went on 
the DL. He has 11 home runs and 
40 RBIs in 83 games this season. 
When he was placed on the DL, 
general manager Billy Beane and 
manager Bob Geren said a break 
might help him. 

A phone message left for Giam- 
bi’s agent, Arn Tellem, wasn’t im- 
mediately returned. 

Beane re-signed Giambi in 
hopes he would ignite a dormant 
offense that in 2008 lacked punch. 
Instead, Giambi had a nine-game 
stretch in June during which he 
was 2-for-26 (.077). He hit .152 in 
June for the lowest average for a 
month in his 15-year career. 

New York declined its $22 mil- 
lion option on Giambi after last 
season, choosing to pay him a $5 
million buyout. That’s how Giam- 
bi wound up back in Oakland, 
the team that drafted him in the 
second round in 1992 out of Long 
Beach State. He made his big 
league debut three years later.. 


Padres extend Black’s deal 
through 2010 season

With Ethier at bat, Dodgers win in a walkoft

LOS ANGELES — Comeback 
victories have become common- 
place this season for the stubborn 
Los Angeles Dodgers, especially 
the walkoff kind. And unlike that 
team down the freeway in Ana- 
heim, they don’t need the Rally 
Monkey when things get tight. 

They just need Andre Ethier at 
the plate. 

On Thursday night, Ethier hit 
a three-run homer in the bottom 
of the ninth off Atlanta closer Ra- 
fael Soriano to give the Dodgers 
a 5-4 victory over the Braves. It 
was his fifth game-winning hit 
this season and the Dodgers’ 11th 
walkoff victory. 

“They never get old,’ Ethier 
said. “It’s always jaw-dropping 
once you see it either land or go 
over the fence.” 

Ethier, who leads the Dodgers 
with 23 homers and 72 RBIs, has 
eight game-ending hits since the 
start of the 2008 season, tops in 
the majors. 

“He’s been incredible in that sit- 


uation,” said manager Joe Torre, 
whose team was in danger of its 
eighth loss in 12 games. “This kid 
hasn’t really played a lot of major 
league baseball. And to just have 
that kind of calm in those situa- 
tions is pretty special.” 

Peter Moylan struck out pinch- 
hitter Matt Kemp with runners at 
second and third to end the Dodg- 
ers’ eighth and rookie Scott EI- 
bert (2-0) pitched a hitless ninth 
for Los Angeles before Soriano 
(1-3) gave up his third homer of 
the season in 50 innings. 

“He has three pitches,” Ethier 
said. “You can for the most part 
cross a few out in that situation 
just knowing the count. And if 
he does throw it, you take your 
chance in that situation, swing- 
ing. And that’s what I went there 
and did and looked for the right 
pitch in that spot and went and 
got it.” 

Soriano has blown three of 19 
save opportunities, including a 4- 
3 loss at Florida on July 28, when 
he surrendered a two-run homer 
to pinch-hitter Ross Gload. 


“No one feels any worse than 
Soriano,” Braves starter Derek 
Lowe said. “Any time something 
happens where your team ends 
up walking off the field like that, 
you feel the worst. But there were 
eight other innings before that. 
I knew, having played here, that 
they’re extremely good at home. 

“T don’t know how many come- 
back wins they have — especially 
late — but it seems like they do it 
quite often. They’re never out of 
it, and they have the best record 
for a reason.” 

Juan Pierre led off the ninth 
with an infield dribbler that third 
baseman Chipper Jones couldn’t 
make a play on. Rafael Furcal’s 
hit-and-run single sent Pierre to 
third, and Ethier drove a 2-0 pitch 
to right field for his third game- 
winning homer of the season. 

It gave the Dodgers their 29th 
come-from-behind victory to im- 
prove the best record in the ma- 
jors to 67-42. 

“The thing that’s been satisfy- 
ing to me is that these guys go 
out there and bust it every night,” 


Torre said. “They play every in- 
ning and keep coming back at 
people. So with that part of the 
batting order coming up in the 
ninth inning, all we had to do was 
get the tying run to the plate and 
we had a chance.
